Last Season 


Broussard was the club's rushing leader again for the second straight year with 363 yards 
and also posted the best per rush average at 4.3. His third NFL season began slowly as he 
was felled with a shoulder injury in training camp and didn't see his first action until Week 2 at 
Washington. Steve's best rushing output of the season came against the Cardinals when he 
totaled 87 yards on only 16 carries for a 5.4 average. Three weeks later at New Orleans he 
averaged 7.9 yards per carry, gaining 63 yards on just eight runs, His other top outing was a 
two touchdown affair against the Patriots on an eight-yard run and 18-yard reception. But re~ 
occurring shoulder problems forced Broussard to miss parts of games throughout the year, He 
had minor shoulder (clavicle) surgery in the off-season (February) to be 100% for 1993. 


Pro Career 


He is averaging 4.1 yards per carry in his career which now spans 47 NFL games played. He 
put his name in the club record book in'91 with a single game per rush average of 10.4 yards 
(10-104) at San Francisco in Week 7. Incidentally, the 104 yards all came in the fourth quarter 
as the Falcons were working the clock. Broussard’s 50-yard touchdown jaunt as a rookie in ‘90 
{s still tied for the 10th longest run in team history. 


Year-by-Year: 


1991: He paced the club in the rushing department for the first time in his career with 449 
yards. He also hada team-best 4.5 average and four touchdowns. Steve recorded his first 100- 
yard game as a pro with 101 yards at San Diego and then also hit the century mark at San 
Francisco (10-104). He scored a personal-best two touchdowns against the Rams but his 
season was ended against the Seahawks in Week 16 when he fractured his right fibula and was 
unable to participate in the post season, 


1990: —InSteve's rookie year, he combined for 614 all-purpose yards with 454 coming on the 
ground and 160 more on 24 receptions. He saved his best game for the national spotlight as 
he turned a routine right end sweep for a 50-yard touchdown run versus the Bengals on TNT.

He also registered an 88-yard rushing day vs. Lions and a 55-yard effort (with four catches) vs. 
Rams before suffering various injuries (hamstring, ankle, knee) in the second half of his first 
season. 


Notebook 


When Broussard’s name was called by Commissioner Tagliabue at the 1990 NFL draft, he 
became the first Falcons running back to be selected on the first round since Gerald Riggs in 
‘82. The pick was ironic because the birds were given the draft choice as part of compensation 
for trading Riggs to the Redskins in ‘89, He also was the first runner to start in the backfield in 
his first pro game with the Falcons since William Andrews in ‘79, 


College 


Steve amassed 3,044 rushing yards at the Pullman, WA school, which was second only to the 
ex-Saints RB Rueben Mayes. He broke Mayes’ school record with 41 lifetime TD's, 33 on the 
ground, and reeled off long runs of 81, 71 and 59 yards, while also catching longs of 791, 77, 
66, 48 and 46t yards. The shifty runner racked up personal bests of 205, 199 and 153 rushing 
days and had six straight 100-yard-plus outings as a senior. Broussard also hauled in 120 
passes for 1,179 yards, leading the PAC-10 as a sophomore with 59 catches and scored on 
98 yard KOR. Only he and Ahmad Rashad ever won both conference rushing and 
receiving titles. 


Personal 


Anative of Los Angeles, Steve was raised by Worley and Jennette Broussard, He helped run 
his Manual Arts High School team to the prestigious L.A. city title during his senior season from 
his all-state halfback position. He also doubled as a linebacker. Growing up just two blocks from 
the campus of USC, he spurned the Trojan offers to escape his tough neighborhood in south- 
central L.A. for scenic Washington State. Broussard developed his explosive speed by 
competing in track, winning the LA city crown in the 100 meters. An avid video player, he has 
been working on setting up various Sega Genesis football tournaments at nearby colleges. He 
and his wife, Monique, celebrated their first birthday with daughter Talin Caprece last March.

Rick suffered a neck injury in the preseason opener at Cleveland and spent the entire season 
on Injured Reserve, After receiving medical clearance from two prominent specialists around 
the country, Bryan was checked out by Falcons doctors on March 30. He announced his 
intention to return to the team that day and will compete for a starting spot in training camp. 


Pro Career 


Bryan has registered five 100+ tackle seasons out of eight complete years in the League with 
his personal-best of 137 in'91. He foughtback from anerve rootinjury suffered in 1989 to record 
206 tackles over the past two campaigns. He was comfortable filling the starter’s role when he 
stepped in for an injured Mike Gann in week 6 because the former #1 pick earned a starting 
spot in his very first training camp in 1984 and continued to get the nod in 79 of 91 NFL games

‘Year-by-Vear' 


1991: Veteran Rick moved into the starting lineup in Week 5 against the Saints when Mike 
Gann was lost for the season and quietly had a career year. Bryan had a personal-best 137 
tackles, with 3 QB sacks, 31 QB pressures and 2 forced fumbles, while playing in all 16 games, 
with 12 starts. His top game was on national television in the overtime victory over the Saints 
when he recorded 15 tackles and 5 QB pressures. In a game filled with big plays, Rick also 
forced RB Fred McAfee to fumble on his own 15-yard line with two minutes leftin regulation and 
Tory Epps recovered as the Falcons went on totie the score to force OT. He collected 12 stops 
at Dallas and 11 vs. the Raiders, 49ers (plus a sack and 4 pressures), Packers (3 pressures) 
and in the playoffs at Washington. In addition, he had a 10-tackle day against the Niners and 
Q stops each versus the Saints and Redskins. It was his final blow which knocked Seattle QB 
Kelly Stouffer out of the game, forcing a safety on the ninth play of the game in Week 16, He 
chipped in on special teams with a blocked extra point versus the Vikings and a blocked field 
goal vs. the Cardinals, 


1990: He returned from a nerve root injury to help the Falcons’ Black Wave defense record 
the lowest per rush average in the NFL. He performedin every game, while adding five starts 
to his total, finishing with 69 tackles, 16 QB pressures, a forced fumble and two recovered 
fumbles. 


1989: Unlucky Bryan was second on the team in tackles with 17 after two games but had to 
go on IR with a spinal nerve root injury. 


1988: For the 11th ranked defense in the NFL in points, Rick rang up 120 tackles and five 
QB sacks from his right end spot. His top games included a 12-tackle, four QB hurry game vs. 
Dallas, an 11-tackle, one-sack game vs. the 49ers anda 10-tackle effort, one-sack in the early 
season upset of San Francisco. 


1987: Rick started the season off with a sack and forced fumble of QB Doug Williams that 
sparked the team to an upset of the Redskins. After the strike, Rick hada groin pull that sidelined 
him three weeks and kept him from having a 100-tackle season for the first time in his career 
(85 in his nine games). He had a personal best 15-tackle game in Week 16 at Detroit. 


1986: Rick's 120tackles, seven QB sacks and three forced fumbles helped him toanall-NFC 
pick by the UPI. His top games were a pair of 12-tackle games vs. the Eagles and Rams.

1985: This 100-tackle season featured one of his best career games vs. Kansas City when 
he had 10 tackles, made 2.5 QB sacks for-21 yards, and forced two fumbles. He finished with 
a personal best 7.5 sacks despite a stomach muscle pull that hindered him. 


1984: A 125-tackle season eared him numerous all-Rookie honors. He also had four QB 
sacks and a OB safety. 


Notebook 


Rick's retum from a 1989 injury, which caused weakness and numbness in his right arm and 
shoulder, was a welcome sight to Falcon coaches. This battler from tiny Coweta, Oklahoma 
‘went from 185 bench press when he was injured to 375 pounds with increasedstrength. Bryan's 
felentless work ethic and determination were noticed and appreciated by his third new coaching 
staffinthe summer of 1990. He enjoys being pushed fora job inthe always competitive Glanville 
training camps. “Iwantsome pushing," he said. “It!llbe good for me.” The former NFL Defensive 
Rookie of the Year scored points with his first tackle when he sacked QB Richard Todd of the 
Saints in the endzone for a safety. After scoring on a safety and on a PAT conversion in his 
career, he completed the cycle with a 56-yard fumble return TD in the preseason at New 
England in ‘90. Itwas the first ime he had scored six points since he played tight end at Coweta 
High School. Bryan and Glanville first met each other at the ‘84 Senior Bowl. “He thought | was 
crazy and | thought he was the best player on the field,” said Glanville. 


College 


Rick and Scott Case were teammates on the same Oklahoma squads which also featured a 
senior class of Jackie Shipp, Thomas Benson and Bob Slater, who were all top NFL draft picks. 
He passed the celebrated Selmon brothers tandem to become the school record holder for 
a defensive lineman with 352 tackles. Other soon-to-be Oklahoma stars who watched Bryan 
dominate opponentsincluded sophomore Tony Casillas and red-shirt freshman Brian Bosworth. 
The two-time Big Eight Defensive Player of the Yearand All-America selection boasted three 
Straight years with over 100 tackles. A standard in the classroom as well, Rick was chosen to 
the all conference academic team three times for his work in Business Administration. 


Personal 


‘An original country boy from Wagoner, Oklahoma, Rick keeps his body in shape for football 
season by working on his 80-acre farm in Coweta and playing some church league basketball. 
He hails from a football family, as brothers Mitch and Steve played at Oklahoma and were NFL 
draftees. Bryan's leisure time is filled up with fishing or hunting expeditions and he feels more 
comfortable in jeans and boots. He did cause quite a stir ai the Falcons Starlight Foundation 
fashion show for charity when he donned a tuxedo. He is a self-proclaimed John Wayne fan 
and his love for country music was enhanced when he had a chance fo meet the legendary 
George Jones at a Falcon game last season. Rick and his wife Shelby have three children, 
Kristin Nicole, 7, Michael Don, 6, and Jenny, 1.

Last Season 


Scott suffered through a season of frustration a year ago due to a series of nagging injuries that 
limited him to a career-low 12 games. His season was stained early when he fractured his right 
thumb in the final preseason game against the Bills. He occupied his usual starting free safety 
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CASE 


position though, with a heavily taped thumb in the season opener against the Jets and 
recovered a crucial fumble inside the Falcons five-yard line to stop a drive. The following week 
in Washington he tore a pectoral muscle in his chest making a tackle. Case was on the sideline 
as the birds took on the Saints in Week 3. After two weeks of rehabilitation and restlessness, 
the fiery competitor started at Chicago the next week, But he re-injured his chest and was lost 
for five weeks. Scott returned to start the final eight games of the year, registering 88 out of his 
102 total tackles in those final eight contests. Included in that stretch was a team-leading 15 
tackles at Los Angeles and 14 at New Orleans. He was tabbed NFC Defensive Player of the 
Week for his efforts against Phoenix as he collared 10 tackles, recovered a Chris Chandler 
fumble, and preserved the victory with a Chandler interception with 19 seconds left. Case led 
the team with three recovered fumbles to go along with three passes defensed. He had 
shoulder surgery on March 2. (The pins were removed from his thumb on Oct. 2.) 


Pro Career 


The intimidator in the Falcons secondary has been putting on the hits since his rookie season 
in’84. He had his third straight 100-plus tackle season despite injuries in ‘92 and his career 
numbers speak for themselves as he has accumulated 795 tackles, with 28 interceptions, The 
28 pickofts places him fourth on the Falcons career charts. Case was drafted as a safely, 
moved to cornerback, then switched back to free safely in 1990, As a cornerback, he led the 
NFL in thefts with 10in earning a Pro Bowl nod and All-Pro designation in'88, He is one of only 
four Falcons defensive backs to ever be voted to the Pro Bow! (Ken Reaves in '69, Rolland 
Lawrence in ‘77 and Deion Sanders in '91-'92).

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Against the Bears, he had 11 tackles, a blocked punt which led to a TD, a tackle of the punter 
and a pickoff. 


1989: Scott stretched a ligament in his right foot in Week 6 versus the Patriots and then 
sprained his left knee the next week against the Cardinals which limited his play, Because of 
the injuries he ended with a career-low 38 tackles, two interceptions and 11 passes defensed 
in seven starts and 14 games. 


1988: His 10 interceptions led the NFL and set anew Falcon club record as he became 
the only Falcon DB of the 1980's voted into the Pro Bowl. He also led the team with 19 
passes defensed and led the secondary with 65 tackles. He was the NFC Defensive Player for 
the month of November with five interceptions, 20 tackles and a forced fumble. Scott missed 
all of training camp in his contract negotiations and did not start the season opener. He started 
off his run of interceptions in Week 3 covering Jerry Rice of the 49ers and then had two games 
with two interceptions (Week 10 — Green Bay and Week 13 —Tampa Bay). His play helped 
the secondary go 17 consecutive quarters without a TD pass. 


1987: A tough physical season for Scott, he overcame a shoulder sprain in the preseason 
finale, later a sprained neck and then a sprained ankle. He still played in 11 of 12 games and 
led the team with 36 passes defensed, 


1986: As the defense ranked sixth in the NFL, Scott did his part with five interceptions, 69 
tackles and a team-high 41 passes defensed. He had an endzone interception vs, Miami to 
save an upset win and eared his first NFL ejection when he got into a fight in the Tampa Bay 
game. 


1985: Filling in at both strong and free safety, Scott led the secondary with 95 tackles (still 
his personal best), had four interceptions for 78 return yards, and he had four games with 10 
of more tackles. 


1984: In 16 games as a rookie, Scott had 42 tackles. He scored two points for the Falcons 
in Week 5 vs. San Francisco when he knocked punter Max Runager out of the endzone for the 
safety. He also had a 13-tackle game vs. Cincinnati. 


‘Notebook 


Scott was a victim of his own passionate competitive nature last year when he tried to play on 
ator pec muscle at Chicago after injuring his chest only two weeks earlier. He lasted only one 
series before leaving the game and had to sit out the next five games. But it's this highly 
competitive fire that separates Scott from the rest of the pack anditis an intangible that's sorely 
missed when he's not in the lineup. His crushing blows on Buccaneer receivers in Week 15 ast 
year were added to the long list of all-time hits in the Case scrapbook. One particular bone 
rattling ctack was even documented on the play-by-play sheet which read: ...S. DeBerg pass 
incomplete to M.Carrier (S.Case), receiver nearly decapitated by hit.... Scotthasbeen labeled 
“The Human Destroyer” by Sport Magazine in ‘91 and “a doggone land shark by ex-Raider All- 
Pro Lester Hayes. His game face has been described as looking like “a shark in the midst of 
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a feeding frenzy.” And “if he had been born a 100 years earlier, he would have been a gun 
fighter.” Of course, all of these analogies are correct. Just ask him! Case has worked diligently 
to establish his hard hitting reputation around the NFL and it’s evident as he carries around an 
extra asset of an intimidation factor with him into every game. This human wrecking machine 
was taughtthese aggressive characteristics atan early age asa youth on the dusty playgrounds 
of Alva, Oklahoma. Scott's nasty game day demeanor belies his caring off the field side which 
sees him regularly visit children’s hospitals. 


College 


Scott has always had to put on the hard hat and work his way up the football ladder. After 
receiving marginal interest from colleges, he attended Northeastern Oklahoma Junior College, 
where he made a name for himself by his All-America play. Case was thrilled when Oklahoma 
came calling, so he fulfilled a childhood dream and suited up in the Big Red of the Sooners. He 
went on to pace the Big Eight and establish a school mark for interceptions in a season 
with eight (for 181 return yards and a TD) during his senior campaign at safety. 


Personal 


Scott was bom in Waynoka, OK but went on to play his prep ball at Alva (OK) High School and 
Edmond (OK) High. He played running back in high school besides dishing out big hits in the 
secondary. Case and his wife, Connie, (former president of the Falcons Wives Association for 
three years) continue ta be impact players in the community. They, along with Jessie Tuggle, 
Moe Gardner and their respective wives, helped raise more than $30,000 last year for St. 
Joseph's Mercy Care, which helps Atlanta's medically under-served. The active couple is 
highly involvedin the annual “Holiday Evening with the Stars" which benefits sick children. Scott 
enjoys speaking about the dangers of drug and alcohol abuse to students across the state. He 
ts the club's United Way rep who taped a national spot with his family on the ‘Success by Six’ 
program. He and former Falcon and good friend Tom Pridemore own ‘Falcon Boat Works’ in 
Tifton, GA. One of the most popular Falcons, Case has his own fan club (formed in 1991) which 
meets before and after games to cheer on their favorite player. Besides Connie, his own 
personal cheering section includes the three K’s, namely; daughter, Kelsey, andsons Kylerand 
Kody. The Cases are expecting another addition to their cheering squad in August.

Last Season 


The Falcons acquired an experienced cornerback of 32 NFL games and 15 starts when they 
traded away their 4th round choice in‘93in order to obtain Clark. The former #1 pickin ‘91 (19th 
overall) comes to Atlanta after a career year in which he totaled 52 tackles, two interceptions 
for 70 return yards, and 13 passes defensed (second on club), while starting 11 outof 16 games 
for the 9-7 Packers. He had plenty of big games as the Packers were in the hunt for a Playoff 
spot until the last week. His block of a Gary Anderson 20-yard field goal attempt against the 
Steelers set up a 76-yard TD strike on the next play in a 17-3 victory. An interception of a Rich 
Gannon pass early in the final stanza versus the Vikings propelled the Pack to score and take 
the lead 17-13. Clark also went on to post 5 tackles, a game-saving pickoff, and 2 passes

defensed in a 16-14 win over the Oilers on national TV. His key interception happened at the 
Green Bay 2-yard line as the clock ran out, halting a Houston scoring drive. 


Pro Career 


As a rookie in ‘91, Vinnie started four games at left comerback, while logging time in all 16 
games. His eight passes defensed were the best numbers by a non-starter and he added 30 
(27 solo) tackles and two pickoffs to his totals in a productive first year in the pros. His top game 
was a five solo tackle day vs. the Lions, which included 2 passes defensed and a specialteams 
‘stop. Against the Bears he stole a pass and forced a fumble besides making 3 solo stops. He 
finished 8th on the club with 5 special teams tackles. 


Notebook 


The 6'0", 194 pound Clark is one of the biggest comers to suit up ina Falcons uniform in recent 
memory. He filed away an important note in his personal scrapbook when he recorded his first 
ever NFL interception off the arm of Dan Marino of the Dolphins to halt a Miami drive. Another 
noteworthy entry in his book was documented in his very first pro game as he forced a tumble 
against the Eagles in the season opener in ‘91. Vinnie was the first corner to be drafted in the 
first round by the Packers since Tim Lewis (Pittsburgh) in ‘83. The Falcons were very aware 
of Clark's many talents before they traded for him because they had seriously considered 
drafting him two years ago. 


College 


AnAll-Big 10 selectionasa senior, Vinnie led the conference in thefts with 6, while contributing 
51 tackles (36 solos), 3 recovered fumbles, a forced fumble, and 4 passes defensed for the 
Buckeyes of Ohio State. For his career, the three year starter accumulated 146 tackles and 10 
interceptions, while chipping in with a pair of blocked kicks. 


Personal 


Vincent Eugene Clark was bom in Cincinnati and was atwo-time All-Ohio selection at Cincinnati 
Academy of Physical Education during his four year career asa starter. The three-time All-City 
choice led his prep team to an incredible 45-3 record with a pair of state titles. The versatile 
athlete was a wingback in high school for three years, while playing cornerback as a freshman 
before switching to safety the next season, “VC Time” earned 12 letters in football, basketball 
and track during a busy high school career. A community conscious performer, he donated 
$50,000 to the New Jerusalem Baptist Church in Carthage, Ohio on Dec. 29, 1991 and 
continues to visit children’s hospitals in the Cincy area. In addition to his community work, he 
fecently became the second member of the Falcons to open a beauty shop (Deion Sanders 
and Jamie Dukes were the first) and also started a musical production company. A big baseball 
fan, he is a childhood friend of Seattle Mariners superstar Ken Griffey, Jr. His brother, Kevin 
Clark, was in the Seahawks training camp as a wide out.

Conner enjoyed his finest season in ‘92 by totaling a career-high 116 tackles (fourth highest on 
club), and leading the teamin QB sackswith 7, forced fumbles with three and QB pressures 
with 26 (all personal bests). His best game came at the hands of the Patriots as he collected 
accareer high three QB sacks, a forced fumble and seven tackles to earn Miller Lite Player of 
the Game honors by the media. Darion also dumped the QB twice. and finished with five tackles, 
five more pressures, and a blocked field goal, against the Cardinals. Miller Liteaccolades came 
again as he recorded 2 sacks, 12 tackles, and a forced fumble vs. the Rams. He also forced 
a fumble and registered a sack versus the Saints. Conner also remained healthy all year for 
the first time which enabled him to start every game at OLB. 
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Pro Career 


His pro career has continued to climb with the added experience of each season. Last yearhe 
developed intoaconsistentpass rusher, finding his way to the quarterback to set personal highs 
in sacks and QB pressures. He has 62 career QB pressures to his credit and 304 tackles. 
Conner was making a bid to be the most productive rookie tackler in the League in ‘90 but a 
sprained knee early in the season's final game ended his year with 83 tackles. His total was still 
the third best, more than other highly touted #1 picks Lamar Lathon, James Francis and Percy 
Snow. Darion has quietly played in 47 games, with 37 starts in his Falcons career, and has a 
streak of 27 straight games played. The versatile athlete has also added 24 special teams 
tackles to his pro resume. 


Year-by-Year 


1991; He continued his progress in his sophomore season ending up sixth on the team and. 
second among the linebacking corps with a then personal-high of 105 tackles. He got to the 
quarterback three times for sacks, forced two fumbles, recovered another fumble, and added 
14 QB pressures to his totals. Darion’s top outings were against Kansas City with 12 stops, 
Phoenix and San Diego with 11 tackles, and Green Bay witha pairofsacks. Hissecond season 
also included a blowout fracture of his right eye versus the Raiders, which forced him out of the 
Saints game.

Conner goes into every game carrying the memory of his younger brother Casey, who was 
killed in a car crash along with two other Jackson State players. The tragic accident put a 
damperon one of Darion's proudest days, as he was drafted inthe second round by the Falcons 
just six days later. If you look at Darion’s impressive physique today it’s hard to figure out how 
he received the nickname of “Beanie Weenie" in college. The 198 pound frashman found his 
way to the Jackson State weight room and learned to beef up on Snickers bars and peanut 
butter & jelly sandwiches. As a 256 pound starting linebacker during an All-America senior 
campaign, the nickname never seem to fit. 


College 


The SWAC Defensive Player of the Year totaled 317 tackles (197 solos). 22.5 QB sacks and 
37 stops for losses of 255 yards as he guided the Tigers to a 33-11-3 record and three 
appearances in the playoffs during his productive career. A Kodak All-America as a senior, 
Darion enjoyed his finest season with a career-best 130 tackles (15 for losses) and 12.5 sacks, 
two interceptions and 14 deflected passes to catch the attention of NFL scouts. The Jackson, 
MS school captured two SWAC titles with Conner performing the linebacking chores and was 
named all-conference three times. He had a 14-tackle, two-sack day against Texas Southern, 
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a 13-tackle, 2.5 sack effort versus Southern, and 13 stops (five for losses) anda sack inagame 
with Alabama State. 


Personal 


Darionis a Georgia native having been born in Macon. But he was raised in a family of 10 kids 
to Isom and Annette Conner in Noxubee County, MS. His religious family has roots in that part 
of the country for over 60 years. Conner and his brothers and sisters had a strict but loving 
upbringing that stressed ‘humility, respect and honesty’. His parents taught him never to give 
up as his mother made him try football again after he walked off the field after only one day as 
aseventh grader. He wenton to becomea star at Noxubee County High School in football, track 
and basketball. The personable Conner made a rookie mistake when he missed the team’s 
charter flight to Detroit in ‘90, but he acted like a veteran as he caught the next flight out on his 
own and didn't miss the mandatory team meeting. He has a one-year-old daughter aptly named 
Destiny.

A pass rushing linebacker for perennial power Florida State, Dinkins collared 14.5 QB sacks 
during his career. In his time at the Tallahassee school, he registered 221 tackles, with 149 
coming over the final two years as a starter. The speedy backer recorded a personal-best of 
11 tackles behind the line of scrimmage during his junior season, His best game as a collegian 
was on national television versus Michigan when the senior registered 12 tackles, As a 
freshman, he made an impact by sacking Auburn QB Reggie Slack for an 11-yard loss to stop 
alast minute drive to preserve a 13-7 Seminole victory in the Sugar Bowl. He had the luxury 
of always vying for a national championship while playing on three other Bow! winning teams 
in Fiesta, Blockbuster and Cotton.

Howard showed flashes of the skills that made him a third round selection in the Falcons four 
preseason games last year. The Florida native of Jacksonville boasts 4.5 speed andapenchant 
to be a relentless pursuer.

Dickerson, the NFL's top active rusher with 13,168 career yards, moved past Tony 
Dorsett (12,739) into second placelast year on the League's all-time rushing charts and 
second overall in rushing attempts (2,970). Only Walter Payton (16,726) has gained more 
yards on the ground and rushed more times than Dickerson in NFL history. For the Raiders in 
‘92, Eric was the club’s top rusher with 729 yards and had the most rushing attempts by 
a Raider backer with 187, while averaging 3.9 yards per rush. The versatile performer also 
‘caught 14 passes out of the backfield for 85 more yards. Dickerson gained 107 yards against 
the Broncos, averaging 6.7 yards per carry, and 103 yards on 17 carries vs. the Chargers. His 
longest run of the year was a 40-yard touchdown jaunt against the Chiefs on Monday Night 
Football. Eric enters the ‘93 season ranked 10th in NFL history in touchdowns scored with 96. 


Eric reached 10,000 yards rushing faster than any player in NFL history in 91 games to 
surpass Jim Brown's mark of 98 games. His four career rushing titles are second only to 
Brown'seighttitles. Dickersonis averaging exactly 92.7 yards rushing percontestin 142 games 
played in his career. His 64 career 100-yard games are second only to Walter Payton's 77. He 
racked up 7,245 yards for the Rams and 5,194 yards for the Colts to become the first player 
to ever gain over 5,000 yards with two different teams. His long and distinguished career has 
included holding the NFL Records for most rushing yards in a season (2,105) in'84, most yards 
gained by a rookie ever in a season (1,808) and most games, 100 or more yards rushing, in 
a season (12) in ‘83, and most touchdowns by a rookie in a season (18). He is in the top 5 in 
NFL annals in combined yardage and career rushing touchdowns with 90, 


1991: Hemoved ahead of legendary Jim Brown into third place on NFL charts with 117 yards 
on 16 totes, ironically, against the Browns as a member of the Colts.

1990: He missed the first five games of the season on the Colts’ reserve list but returned to 
starteight of the final 11 games and account for 677 yards. His streak of consecutive 1,000 yard 
seasons was snapped al seven (1983-89), His top outing was a 143-yard day versus the 
Bengals and he also totaled 117 yards against the Jets and 110 vs. the Dolphins, 


1989; He was the third leading rusher in the NFL with 1,311 yards, with seven TD's for 
Indianapolis to earn his sixth Pro Bowl nod, He became the seventh back to ever gain 10,000 
yards, with 106 vs. the Niners, 


1988: Eric won his fourth NFL rushing title with a Colt's record of 1,659 yards on 388 games 
and 14 scores to receive Pro Bowl and All-Pro honors. He recorded a pair of 169-yard games 
(Miami, SD) and a 16-yard effort (Butfalo). 


1987: He received the starting callin the final eight games for the Colts after being traded to 
AFC from the Rams. His 1,288 yards included seven 100-yard games witha season-best 196 
vs, Tampa Bay, landing him into the Pro Bow! in the other conference for the first time. 


1986: He wasnamed the NFL Offensive Player of the Year by the Associated Press forhis 
League-best 1,821 yards and 11 TD's. It was the sixth best rushing output ever and the 404 
rushing attempts were a Rams record and just three shy of an NFL mark. His totals included 
eleven 100-yard games, with a season high of 207 yards coming against the Bucs. 


1985: He ran for 1,234 yards and 12 TD's but missed the Pro Bowl for the first time in his 
career. He made up for the snub by setting a playoff record with 248 yards on 34 carries vs. 
Dallas with scoring runs of 55 and 40 yards. 


1984: The NFL Player of the Year established new marks with his 2,105 yards to break O.J. 
‘Simpson's record of 2,003. His unbelievable season saw him rush 12 times for 100 yards, to 
surpass the previous best of 11 by Simpson and Earl Campbell. The 2,244 combined yards 
from scrimmage was also a new record. 


1983; The League's Rookie of the Year broke into the pros in a big way with 1,808 yards

Eric Dickerson has been one of the most recognizable names and faces in sports over the 
years. The articulate performer made a name for himself in college at SMU where he finished 
third in balloting for the Heisman Trophy in 1982. He always seems to do things in grand 
style, like when he set his sights on O.J. Simpson's seemingly unbreakable record for rushing 
yards in a season. All he did was go out and rush for 215 yards against Houston to break the 
record and set a new standard, The all-time Rams, rushing leader wasn't voted to Pro Bow! 
in '85, so he went out and bulldozed his way for a Playoff record 248 yards against the 
Cowboys to show his peers they made a mistake. (He made it to the Pro Bowl the next year 
with 1,821 yards!) In the biggest game of his athletic career in the Texas state high school 
championship game, he rambled for 311 yards and four touchdowns. Inone of the biggest 
trades in NFL history on October 31, 1987, Dickerson was traded from the Rams to the Colts 
ina blockbuster deal that also involved the Bills. The Colts traded their rights to LB Cornelius 
Bennett to Buffalo and in retum the Rams received RB Owen Gill from the Colts, along with 
Indy’s first and second round choices in ‘88 and second rounder in'89, plus Bills, RB Greg Bell 
and Buffalo's first round pick in ‘88 and first and second round choices in ‘89. 


College 
One of the best college runners ever in NCAA history, Eric gained 1,617 yards during an All- 
‘America senior season with six runs over 60 yards, and scored 17 TD's to be in the running 
for the Heisman Trophy. The four-year letterwinner rushed for 4,450 yards on 790 totes for a 
5.6 average, breaking Earl Campbell’s SWC record for yards and attempts, His 48 
lifetime touchdowns tied the legendary Doak Walker's SMU mark and he eclipsed the 
100-yard plateau 27 times as a collegian.

For the fourth consecutive season, NFL total paid attendance reached a record level, 
NFL paid attendance of 17,784,354 in 1992 was the highest total in the league's 73-year 
history, an increase of 32,215 over the previous season record of 17,752,139 in 1991. Total 
attendance records also were set in 1990 (17,665,671 ) and 1989 (17,399,538), 

The 1992 regular-season total paid attendance of 18,828,887 (61,736 per game) was 
the third highest ever. It has been surpassed only by the paid attendance of 13,841,459 
(61,792 a game) in 1991 and the all-time high of 13,959,896 (62,321 a game) in 1990, 

The Buffalo Bills led the NFL in home paid attendance for the fifth consecutive year 
with a total of 630,978 for eight games, Buffalo drew 631,786 fans in 1991, 621,528 in 1990, 
626,399 in 1989, and 631,818 in 1988. Fourteen other teams topped the half-million paid 
total at home: Kansas City (612,773); New York Giants (608,706); New York Jets (603,619); 
Denver (590,090) Cleveland (564,925); Atlanta (553,979); Detroit (542,402); New Orleans 
(641,079); Miami (833,317); Chicago (528,465); Philadelphia (525,001), San Francisco 
(523,335); Seattle (514,984); and Dallas 502,661).

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Pro Career 


He is second on the club's career ledgers for average with a lifetime Falcons mark of 41.4. In 
his four years as the Falcons punter, “Foot-hage” has knocked down 67 punts inside the 
opponents 20-yard line. His 68 punts in ‘92 moved him past Ralph Giacomarro into third place 
all time with his total of 303 boots. His first season as a bird he led the NFC in punts inside 
the 20 with 24 and finished ninth in the League with a 41.3 average after being picked up off 
waivers from the Bengals in '89. His other pro experiences before sticking full time came with 
Washington in 1986 and Buffalo in 1985. During the short replacement season, he paced all 
kickers with 244.4 average. He had a short stay with the Packers after the strike before being 
re-signed by Cincinnati. 


College 

As a Wildcat, he posted a career average of 40.5, punting for 10,284 yards on 254 tries. The 
former Academic All-America and second team All-Big Eight Selection was ranked second in 
the conference and 25th in the nation in his junior season with a 41.9 average.

Mike's rough ‘92 season didn’ start out like he had planned as he fractured his right thumb in 
the club's third preseason game against the Eagles. He played with a bulky hand wrap that 
limited his ability to tackle, but still managed to start the first 13 games of the year. After the 
Saints contest, Gann was found to have a testicular tumor which was removed on Dec. 4. 
Despite the setbacks, Mike ended up 8th on the team with his 81 tackles. He also chipped in 
with 2 QB sacks and team tying 2 recovered fumbles. His best outing was versus the Patriots 
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as he accumulated six tackles, one QB sack, a pair of QB pressures, a fumble recovery, and 
a batted ball. He countered with seven tackles, a sack, a pressure, and a fumble recovery 
against the Rams. 


Pro Career 

Gannhasthe distinction of starting every Falcons game he's ever played in overhis career 
which now reads 110 NFL games heading into his 9th season. With eight more QB pressures 
this season he will reach 200 for his career. The hard-rushing former Notre Dame product has 
been capable run stopperin his time in Atlanta. He has been associated with lines that helped 
the birds eam the NFL's Most Improved title in ‘86, while leading the League in per rush average 
allowed at 3.3 in ‘90. He has scored twice in his tenure as a Falcon with a safety.

4991: His season was cut short with a neck injury in Week 7 and his string of never missing 
an NFL game due to injury was snapped at 97 games.

He tied for the lead among Falcon linemen with 85 tackles in 12 games and led 
the team with 22 QB hurries. 
4986: New defensive coordinator Marion Campbell moved Mike to left end for his 3-4 
defense and Mike led the team with 43 QB hurries, had three fumble recoveries, 5.5 QB sacks, 
and his personal best 99 tackles. Mike enjoyed a two-sack game (49ers), a safety (St. Louis), 
an 11-tackle game (Eagles) and a 12-yard fumble return (Lions). 
1985: A sack in his first game was followed by a touchdown in his seventh NFL game (42 
lateral return of a fumble) vs. the Saints. He helped save a 14-13 win vs. Minnesota by 
recovering a fumble with 1:09 remaining in the game.

Mike's decision to return to the team he 
has played on for eight seasons was enhanced when one of his best friends on the team, Rick 
Bryan, decided to come back again and try to play after sitting out of last season. Ironically, he 
and Bryan, along with Scott Case, would have been teammates in college had he decided to 
attend his first choice in schools after he signed a letter of intent to go to Oklahoma. Instead, 
he changed his mind and became a Golden Domer so his friends and parents in Chicago could 
watch him play. Gannis one of the most popular Falcons because of his community work, which 
includes being involved in the “Bee a Buckler’ safety program and annual visits to children's 
hospitals. Mike will always remember his very first tackle because it was a sack of Lions QB 
Eric Hipple.

Gardner followed up his Defensive Rookie of the Year season of ‘91 (by Football Digest) with 
another productive sophomore campaign by ending up sixth on the club with a personal-high 
of 111 tackles. In addition, he finished second on the team with 4.5 QB sacks and second in 
QB pressures with 24. Moe had his share of top games as he registered 9 tackles and a sack 
foraminus 11 yards of Mark Rypien in Week 2 against the Redskins. He collared 8 tackles and 
asack and a half of NFL MVP Steve Young in the second Niners contest as well as an eight 
tackle affair with a sack of Pro Bowler Brett Favre versus the Pack. A 10 tackle day against the 
Cowboys in Week 16 barely edged out superb efforts of 9 tackles each vs. Patriots (Week 13) 
and Saints (twice), Gardner started 14 games in the shifting Falcons defense while seeing 
substantial action in every contest. 
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Pro Career 


Moe has now been a stabilizing force on the Falcons first line of defense, receiving the starting 
nod in 27 out of 32 NFL games played in his two year career. He has accumulated 207 tackles 
in his tenure, which averages out to 7 tackles per contest, in a position where he's double- 
teamed on almost every play. His 96 tackles in his rookie year were the most by a defensive 
linemen in five seasons. Gardner's quickness was evident in his very first pro game at Kansas 
City when he harassed QB Steve DeBerg and finished with a personal-best 6 QB pressures. 
He had a huge forced fumble that the Falcons recovered to snuff out a Saints drive in the 
Falcons first ever road playoff victory in New Orleans (to go along with 8 tackles). 


Year-by-Year: 


1991: The consensus All-NFL rookie made a big splash on the NFL scene with his 96 
stops, the best of any rookie defensive player, and 3 sacks, 3 forced fumbles and a club-best 
38 pressures. He started 14 out of 16 contests and had his top games vs. Phoenix (12 tackles, 
sack, 3 pressures), New Orleans (10 stops), and Washington (9 stops, 5 pressures). His big 
hiton Tampa Bay QB Jeff Carlson resulted ina fumble which was scooped up by Oliver Barnett 
and returned 75 yards for a score.

This undersized but determined athlete exemplified his never-say-die attitude on a play at 
Washington in Week 2, Moe bulldozed his way past two huge Redskins offensive linemen to 
sack QB Mark Rypien for an 11-yard loss. It made such an impression that the play found its 
way onto the Falcons’ highlight film. Although he weighs only 261 pounds and is one of the 
lightest d-linemen in the NFL, the Falcons stunting, blitzing defense is a perfect fit for his talents. 
His quiet and introspective side belies a very intelligent and articulate person. Moe strives to 
beawell-rounded person in every endeavor that he atlempts as he devotes a great deal of time 
tohis wife, Mickie, and their daughter Morgan. They both received their undergraduate degrees 
while raising their daughter, taking turns baby-sitting while the other attended classes. 
Sactifices were a way of life for the Gardners. They made their way through school with Pell 
Grants and summer jobs, residing ina small off-campus apartment. It was all worth the suffering 
when Moe accepted his sociology degree and Mickie attained her diplomain medical sociology. 


College 


His college career can be summed up simply as record-breaking and award-winning. For the 
Fighting Illini, Moe set anew school record with 54 tackles for losses in a career and tied the 
‘school mark with 20 tackles for losses in a season. In his junior year he was a finalist for the 
Outland Trophy and a semifinalist for the Lombardi Award. In the tough Big Ten Conterence, 
Moe was a three-time first team All-Conference pick (he was second team All-Conference as 
a freshman), and he was picked the Defensive Player of the Year in 1990 by the League's 
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coaches. In ‘89 when he was picked as a consensus All-American, he was the first Illini 
defensive star to earn that recognition since Dick Butkus. He'll long be remembered at 
Illinois for a career that included 303 tackles, 54 tackles for losses of 223 yards, 18 QB sacks, 
18 passes broken up and 6 fumble recoveries. 


Personal 


Morris Gardner Jr. was born to Morris Sr., a General Motors foreman, and Mynelle, a 
kindergarten teacher, in Indianapolis. Moe was raised on a strong work ethic that comes from 
the influence of his parents. His grandfather, Albert Umphrey (Tennessee State All-America), 
was also a source of inspiration for a young Moe. He lists his grandfather as his childhood hero. 
His mother taught him the importance of education and he has excelled throughout his 
academic career, as he topped the honor roll as a prepster despite starring in football and 
basketball at Cathedral High. While espousing on the virtues of being well-rounded he was 
taught to appreciate all things like theater and jazz. He received piano lessons as a fifth grader 
and was always told to follow the example of Paul Robeson, who juggled being an All-American 
football player, with being a lawyer, actor, politician and a recognized baritone. The couple 
welcomed a new addition to the household in son Andrew.

Last Season 


“Jumpy” was exactly what the Falcons were shopping for when they went into the free agent 
market looking to improve their pass rush. The huge 6'7", 290-pounder used his strength in the 
form of forklift, swim, and bull rush techniques to be the Redskins’ designated pass rushing 
specialist over the past three seasons. Redskins defensive line coach Torgy Torgeson called 
Geathers ‘probably the strongestplayer we have’. The ten-year veteran was known for pushing 
back an entire pile to get to the quarterback. He was credited with 5 QB sacks, 16 QB hurries 
(third on club) and numerous knockdowns of offensive linemen in the tough NFC Eastern 
Division, "Jumpy" showed he could play the run as well, recording 14 tackles while only logging 
time in a few rushing plays on the year. His best game of the season was against the Giants 
in Week 8 when he recorded 2 QB sacks and 2 OB hurries. Geathers was a force for the Skins 
in the playoff encounter with the Vikings as he collared 1 sack and was responsible for 
collapsing the pocket to allow Washington to register 4 other sacks, while limiting Minnesota 
to 75 yards passing and only 6 completions, 


Pro Career 


Geathers is a veteran of 121 NFL games through nine seasons. His career started out as a 
second round draft pick of the Saints in ‘84. In a Saints uniform, he played in all 16 games in 
4 out of his 6 seasons and 80 total. He went to the Skins in ‘90 via the Plan B free agent route 
and garnered a Super Bow! ring, He has collected 38.5 QB sacks in his tenure in the League 
and his five last season were the most since 1986.

1986: He played the final 11 games of his rookie year, bouncing back from IR anda ruptured 
calf muscle. He made his first NFL start in the season finale (Lions) and responded with 12 
tackles.

Tim boasts one of the most interesting resumes of any player on an NFL roster when it comes 
to life offthe football field. In the offseason, he found a publisher (Turmer Publishing in Atlanta) 
forhis novel “Ruffians," andis already under contract for a second book. The first book is about 
a college player who is drafted into the Birmingham Ruffians and plays for an unscrupulous 
awner and coach. Green has been a commentator on a weekly show for National Public Radio 
and wrotea weekly column during the season for the Syracuse Herald-Journal (NFL Notepad). 
He even has gone behind the camera as the sports talent for WSTM-TV in Syracuse. He 
continues his law degree in the offseason at Syracuse andis active with his karate lessons. The 
co-valedictorian of Syracuse (3.83 GPA in English Literature) nominated his high school 
science teacher (John Williams) for the NFL's first Teacher of the Year Award in 1990. and won, 

The former Rhodes Scholar nominee had a $10,000 scholarship fund started in his name 
because of the award. 


College 


The All-American defensive end used his quickness to collect 28.5 sacksin his last twoseasons 
and 341 total tackles in his four-year career for the Orangemen. The senior co-captain was in 
the running for the Lombardi Trophy as one of three juniors and once blocked a Navy puntand 
returned it for a score. He was tabbed Sports lilustrated’s Defensive Player of the Week twice 
in his career, once for his play as Syracuse upset No. 1 Nebraska, and recorded four sacks in 
agame against Virginia Tech.

Adevout family man, Tim works his busy schedule around his own personal rooting section that 
consist of wife Illyssa, son Thane and Daughter Tessa. His folks, Richard (a systems analyst) 
and Judy (a school teacher) Green made an impact on his early life. The couple used to bring 
Tim all kinds of books home each day from the local library and it explains his penchant for 
always carrying a book around with him today. New York's Player of the Year as aprepster and 
Parade All-America decided to reject scholarship offers from Notre Dame and Penn State to 
stay in-state at Syracuse. During the season, the charitable Green gives time to Eagle Boys 
Ranch and donates monetary performance pledges to the Home.

Darryl Hardy was able to leam his craft by studying and working out with the Falcons all year 
on the Practice Squad. Hardy was released on the final cutdown on August 31, but re-signed 
to the Practice Squad on September 2. He saw action in all four preseason games with the club 
and it was his sack and forced fumble on Bills QB Gale Gilbert in the 4th quarter that was 
scooped up by Tim Paulk and returned 11 yards for a score. 

College 
By the time Hardy's career in Knoxville was over he was 9th on Tennessee's all time tackle list 
with 227 solo stops. An All-SEC selection and honorable mention All-Americaasaseniorin‘91, 
he accumulated 318 tackles as a Volunteer, including 20 tackles for losses. His career totals 
also included five recovered fumbles, five caused fumbles, fourinterceptions and5.5QB sacks. 
In addition, the quick Hardy broke through the line to record five blocked kicks. His top game 
came in high fashion in a dramatic come-from-behind victory over Notre Dame where he 
collared 10 solos and 17 total tackles. He also blocked afield goal attempt at the end of the first 
half that was returned 85 yards for a TD to eam SEC Defensive Player of the Week. Darryl 
began to emerge as a sophomore as he led the team with 110 tackles in his initial season in 
the starting lineup. A career-high 20 tackle contest, with 18 solos, against Alabama was the 4th 
highest single game total in Tennessee history.

Darryl Gerrod started out his gridiron career on the offensive side of the ball asa tackle, center, 
and tight end for Cincinnati's Princeton High School. He found his calling, though, in his final 
prep game when he registered 15 tackles and an eye-opening 4.5 QB sacks in his oneand only 
stintat linebacker. He teamed with the Falcons’ Chuck Smith to help form one of the winningest 
Classes in Volunteer history with over 30 victories, two SEC titles, and a pair of New Year's Day 
Bowl wins.

Last Season 


Michael continued to be one of the best long distance threats inthe NFLand one ofthe League's 
clutch performers in ‘92. After leading the League in per catch average in ‘91 (at 22.4), he 
followed it up by finishing third overall with a 16.8 mark (among all receivers with at least 45 
catches). His 10 touchdown receptions were second on the team to Rison’s 11, but good 
enough for fourth (tie with Givins) on the overall NFL charts. Over the past two seasons, 
Haynes has the highest per catch average of any receiver in the League at 19.7 (see 
chart). And his closest competition is over two yards behind him! His 21 touchdowns over that 
spanis the third best total behind only Rice (24) and Rison (23) as the trio are the only receivers 
to post 20 or more TD's in the last two years. Michael's fifth season in a Falcons uniform also 
entailed missing two games (NO, at Chicago) witha sprained shoulder suffered at Washington. 
Take a look at the ‘92 feats of a player who goes by the aptly termed nickname of “Flash.”

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Pro Career 


In 1991, Michael established his name around the League for his deep threat capabilities. 

Besides leading the League in average per catch, Haynes’ average per touchdown catch 
was an incredible 44.9 yards. He tied a club record with five 10-yard receiving games and 
his 1,222 total yards was the fourth-most productive season of any Falcons wide out. His 
personal highlight video included big games against the arch-rival Saints. He had a 187 
receiving effortat New Orleans, with an 80-yard TD, anda 14-yard affairin the Playoffs against 
the Saints, with a game winning 61-yard TD. He was also on the receiving end of Billy Joe 
Tolliver's 44-yard "Hail Mary" pass, which defeated the 49ers. With two more 100-yard contests 
in‘92, heupped his career total to seven. In the last two years, he and Andre Rison have proved 
to be a deadly pair of receivers as they have led the NFL both years in combined TD's by 
any duo (see chart), He holds two of the top five single game bests in club history with 190 and 
187 receiving yard days. Before his shoulder injury in Week 2 at Washington last year, he had 
a streak where he scored a TD in five consecutive games (last three of '91 & first two of '92). 
With 10 more catches of 20 yards or more in ‘92 (B91, 60t, 471, 441, 38t, 26, 24, 23, 211, 21), he 
now has 51 career receptions of 20+ yards. Michael's rookie year was a precursor of things 
to come as he snagged two game winning long strikes of 49 yards against the Eagles anda 
37-yarder versus the Bucs. His sophomore year in the League produced the 190 outing against 
the Skins, including a 72-yard scoring grab, as he finished with a personal-high of 40 aerials 
(for 681 yards). Nagging injuries limited his role in 1990 to 31 receptions, but included longs of 
60 and 55 yards. Haynes strides into his sixth season with an impressive 18.1 yards per 
catch average for his career.

Notebook 


He made sure his name would always be remembered by every trivia buff in Atlanta when he 
made history in the first game in the Georgia Dome. On the Falcons’ first offensive play ever 
in their new home against the Eagles on August 23, Haynes went streaking down the sideline 
to grab a 76 yard touchdown strike from QB Chris Miller to become the first bird to score a TD 
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intheir new nest. He added to his new found trivia fame when he tured around and also scored 
the first TD in the regular season opener versus the Jets from 14 yards out. Michael's football 
career had humble beginnings as he settled for playing the trumpet in the band at halftime of 
football games at Joseph Clark H.S. in New Orleans instead of suiting up as a player. He began 
to play the sport only after his friends decided to try out at Eastern Arizona Junior College. “! 
never played in high schoo! because | was too small,” he explained. “By the time | became a 
senior, | grew a foot and gained a lot of weight, but it was too late. Trying out for football was 
a'tool for me to continue my education.” The only prior experience he had was playing street 
ball with his friends back inthe Bayou country. Haynes parlayedhis brief, butsuccessful tenure, 
at Eastern Arizona into a scholarship to Northern Arizona. He credits his extensive track 
background as one of the main reasons for developing his quickness and explosiveness on the 
gridiron. He raced against gold medalist Carl Lewis at the Olympic Trials in Indianapolis prior 
to inking his first pro football contract in the summer of 1988. The Big Sky Conference's 100 
and 200 meter champion competed in the NCAA Championships, running the anchor leg of 
NAU’s 400 meter relay team. The speedster has clocked a 4.35 40 yard time anda 10.28 in 
the 100. Assistant Head Coach/Offense June Jones thinks Michael is the fastest player in the 
NFL. “If you're talking about football-related stuff, | think he's the fastest player in the game.” 
The fieet-footed wide out displayed his explosive burst to the amazement and surprise of 
thousands of Redskins fans when he outran the three-time winner of the NFL's “Fastest Man 
Competition,” Darrell Green, en route to his record breaking 89-yard touchdown jaunt in the 
nation’s capital last year. Haynes likes his moniker of “Flash” so much that he wears a t-shirt 
with the comic book hero on it. 


College 


Michael's first taste of organized football came after he walked-on with friends to Eastern 
Arizona JC in Thatcher, Arizona. He made the squad as a comerback and kick returner and 
Tang up some good numbers with 65 tackles and 5 interceptions, along with a 20.6 KOR 
average and a 15.3 PR average. He was moved strictly to offense the next season and his 
career took off, Haynes played halfback (31-441-14.2avg.) andwide out (12-267-22.3), scoring 
three times with an 80-yard catch to his credit. Michael accepted a scholarship to Northern 
‘Arizona where he finished with 49 receptions for 835 yards, nine scores anda long of 81 yards. 
The versatile performer had one of the best kickoff return averages in the country as a senior 
with a 26.9 mark and posted a 17.5 per catch average as a junior. His 243-yard receiving day 
put him in the Lumberjack record book. 


Personal 


Forhis philanthropic efforts on behalf of the Children's Miracle Network, where hedonated $100 
for every touchdown catch the last two seasons, a Haynes caricature poster was created 
and given out to fans at a Falcons home game last year. The poster was also sold at Atlanta 
area Kyrstals with the proceeds going tothe CMN. “When! wasgrowingup|neverhadachance 
to meet a pro football player,” he said, explaining his community involvement. “Children see 
athletes everyday on television and look up to those players. | think it's important that they meet 
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people who are straightforward with them and can guide them in the right direction.” He was 
depicted ona poster along with boxer Evander Holyfield and ex-Brave Jeff Treadway forhelmet 
safety. Michael's favorite hobbies include listening to a variety of music from R&B to Jazz to 
Reggae. He keeps his own personal portable stereo on the wall next to his locker in Suwanee 
so he’s never far from his ‘tunes’. He even has a stereo system (and saltwater fish tank) built 
into the wall of his suburban home in Alpharetta, GA. Michael's modest home comes complete 
with a pool and ping-pong tables in his game room. Kids from the neighborhood often stop by 
tovvisit or take turns in the game room with the down-to-earth Haynes. He also enjoys spending 
time with his pair of cinnamon red chows named, Nikki and Jazmine, Michael's “kids” are 
constant passengers in his Jeep Wrangler. When he's not toolin’ around Atlanta in his Jeep, 
he can be found in either on his Honda CBR1000 motorcycle or in his red Porsche 91 1 Targa. 
Haynes also visits his hometown of New Orleans a lot in the off season so he can drop in on 
his good friends, including Bucs DB Milton Mack. Michael is an avid basketball player who hits 
the hardwood with his Falcons teammates in his off hours after the season. The athletic Haynes 
scoredagame high 26 points in Deion Sanders’ Prime Time Shoot Outcharity basketball game 
inthe off-season. He also spentttime trying to finish his elementary education degree at Georgia 
State University. Considered by many tobe one of the fastest players inthe League, he finished 
second by one-hundredth of a second to Alexander Wright of the Raiders in the 1993 NFL's 
“Fastest Man" competition on June 19. Michael beat Don Beebe (Bills) and Randall Hill 
(Cardinals) to advance to the finals and clocked a 6.20 time for 60 yards to Wright's 6.191in the 
116 degree temperature at Indio, CA,

Last Season 


Inhis seventh year with the Saints, Bobby threw for a career-high 3,287 yards, which was the 
4th highest total by an NFC quarterback in ‘92, in leading New Orleans to the Playoffs with 
a 12-4 record. The 3,287 yards were the most by a Saints signal caller since Archie Manning 
in 1980. Hebert's 249 completions out of 422 attempts and 19 touchdown passes were the 
second-bestsingle season totals of his career, His 82.9 QB rating was the sixth highest in the 
conference and tied his previous club record established in 1987. The former USFL star 
carried an impressive 7.79 yards per pass attempt last season, which was the second- 
most in the NFL to League MVP Steve Young's 8.62, He threw 29 completions for 25 yards 
or more and even had a personal best of 95 rushing yards. His season of big games included 
a career-high 355 yards on 19 of 26 attempts, with three TD's, at Phoenix in Week 7. Ina 
showdown with the 49ers, he connected for 301 yards and a pair of scores on 22 of 35 
afternoon. Bobby's pin point passing enabled him to complete 78.9% of his throws (15 of 19) 
at Detroit in Week 5, and he totaled 264 yards, including scoring tosses of 72 and 52 yards, in 
a Week 2 clash with the Bears. The strong throwing Cajun continued to get stronger as the 
‘season progressed tying a club record when he went three consecutive games (Week's 
10-12) without tossing an interception. 


Pro Career 


After a successful three year stint in the USFL with the Michigan Panthers and Oakland 
Invaders, Hebert became the second all time leading passer in Saints history in only seven 
seasons. As a Panther he defeated the Philadelphia Stars in the Championship game in the 
first season of the new league in ‘83 by ascore of 24-22. He moved on tothe Invaders two years 
later and guided them to the final game before bowing 28-24 to the Baltimore Stars in ‘85. In 
a Saints uniform, he leaves his name etched in the record book for passing yardage, attempts, 
completions, and touchdowns, while standing as the club's all time leader in passing % at 
58.5. He had a winning percentage of .653 as a starter, posting a 49-26 mark in 75 starts, 
Including a 16-1 record against AFC clubs, He came back with a vengeance in ‘91 after sitting 
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out 90 in a contract dispute, hitting on 60.1% of his passes, the 5th-best total in team history, 
to help the Saints win their first ever NFC West crown. The year before he set a single-season 
record with a 62.9% in ‘89, breaking Ken Stabler's old mark of 61.9%. He guided New Orleans 
to their first ever berth in the Playoffs in the 21-year history of the franchise and the best record 
ever with a 12-3 mark in ‘87. 


Year-by-Year- 


1991: Besides his second straight season of completing 60% of his passes, he had 1,676 
yards and 9 TD's in nine games. He suffered a sprained shoulder in the opener against Seattle, 
but toughed it out to still complete 18 of 29 passes with 226 yards and 2 TD's. The shoulder 
bothered him all season and he also played through a concussion anda bruise on the shoulder 
to help the Saints claim their first ever NFC Western Division title and another berth in post 
season, Against the Chiefs he hit on 70.4% of his throws (19-27) with 211 yards and a pair of 
scores, After sitting out a game against the Buccaneers, he returned to the starting lineup and 
connected on 27 of 39 for 291 yards and 2 TD's, with a season-long 65-yarder for a score. But 
he re-injured his shoulder against Chicago and was sidelined for six games, Once again, he 
returned with a hot hand, winning NFC Offensive Player of the Week honors with 320 yards in 
the air on a season-best 71,8% completion rate (28-39) on Monday Night against the Raiders. 
Asolid first round playoff performance versus the Falcons saw him go 26 of 44 for 273 yards 
and a touchdown, but the Saints lost a 27-20 thriller, After the season he underwent 
arthroscopic surgery on his right shoulder. 


1990; Sat out entire year in contract dispute, 


1989: His single season club record 62.9% through the air also was second among all NFL 
starters, Bobby opened the season in high fashion by ripping the Cowboysdefense, completing 
84.2% of his throws (16 of 19), the second-best mark in team history. His torrid pace continued 
thenextweek witha71,9% accuracy rate on 23 of 32 passes at Green Bay. Acareerday versus 
the Niners saw him establish new marks in attempts with 49, completions with 31, and yards 
with 308, His productive month of October won him the NFC Offensive Player of the Month 
award by virtue of his 98 of 154 totals (63,6%) for 1,396 yards, 10 TD's and only 4 pickoffs. He 
threw for at least 250 yardsin the five games in October and enjoyed three, 3 TD affairs at Green 
Bay, the Jets, and at the Rams on the season, 


1988: Hebertstarted every game forthe first time in his career, hitting on 58.6% of histosses, 
for a then-personal-high of 3,156 yards, with a career-best 20 TD's to lead the Saints to a 10- 
6 mark, He broke Archie Manning's team record (of 78.6%) by completing 87% of his passes 
(20-23) versus the Broncos to garner Offensive Player of the Week accolades In the NFC, He 
totaled atleast 200 passing yards in eight games, a career-best, and connected onatleast50% 
of his throws in all but two games (both losses). A season opening personal best of four TD's 
vs. the 49ers, a 282-yard affair (23-32-1 TD) at Detroit, and a three TD day versus the Broncos, 
were season highlights. He was at the helm of an offense that ranked second in the League 
in average time of possession (32:38). 
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1987: Forthe year, he finished as the highest rated passer of any QBin Saints history at 82.9 
to lead New Orleans to both their best record everin franchise history and their first ever Playoff 
appearance, He also had only nine interceptions on the year, the lowest of any starter in the 
NFL. Hebert connected on 55% of his passes for the first time in his career in posting a 10-3 
tecord as a starter (including playoff game). He had consecutive games of over 250 yards vs. 
Bucs and Oilers (with three scores) and had an accuracy rate of 69.6% (16-23) in a season 
ending victory over the Packers. The Saints signal caller was in charge of an offense that was 
tops in the League in possession time (at 34:00), 

1986: After winning a starting spot in training camp, he was in the lineup for the first three 
games before breaking a bone in his foot at San Francisco. He spent the next six weeks on 
Injured Reserve and was activated but did not log any time until the final game of the season. 
Despite tossing only 14 aerials versus Green Bay, he connected on 76 and 84-yard passes. 


1985: Inhis first NFL season, he provided back-up help until Week 11. He led the Saints to 
@ pair of victories at Minnesota and against the Rams. The game winner vs. the Vikes came 
‘on a clutch 39-yarder to TE John Tice with only :50 seconds remaining and a43-yard TD toss 
to Eric Martin broke open the Rams game,

‘The Cajun (a Louisiana descendant of Nova Scotia) from Cut Off, Louisiana (50 miles from New. 
Orleans) will be calling the signals for a pro team outside of the bayou for the first time in his 
NFL career after signing a three-year deal with the Falcons on the heels of the new free agency 
system. The heated NFC West rivalry between the Saints and the Falcons takes on even more 
intensity as the clubs switched quarterbacks in the offseason, with Wade Wilson going to the 
Crescent City and Hebert coming to Atlanta. Because of his background Bobby had to live with 
the built-in pressure of playing fora team in his home state. Dubbed the "Cajun Cannon"while 
throwing strikes to Anthony Carter for the Michigan Panthers, Hebert had to change his style 
of airing it out when he came into the NFL to conform to the short passing game emphasized 
by the Saints. He has always been known by his teammates as a “tough competitor and a 
fearless leader." In a 1989 game against Tampa Bay, he had three of his front teeth knocked 
out, BUT, he just stuffed a wad of cotton in his mouth and returned with his bloody jersey. The 
year before in ‘87 he played most of the season with a knee so bad that it had to be drained 
before every contest and shot up with cortisone, BUT, he didn't miss a start (excluding three 
replacement games). He has survived eight concussions, six broken ribs, four knee 
operations, and a shoulder injury to register 75 NFL starts out of 77 games played. The 
strong-armed leader rewarded his offensive linemen last year by buying them all black NFL 
leather jackets as thanks for their blocking exploits for him in ‘92. Wherever he’s been, he's 
always been a popular presence in the locker room. When he didn't play all of the 1990 season 
because of a contract dispute, his Saints teammates still thought he was part of the team so 
much that they invited him to their Christmas party. 
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Personal/College 


Born on August 19, 1960 in Baton Rouge, LA, Bobby Joseph, Jr. led South Lafourche (LA) High 
School to the quad-4A state championship in 1977 from his quarterback position with a 12-3 
record, Hebert went on to Northwestern (LA) State University in Natchitoches, setting a school 
record with 364 passing yards versus Texas-Arlington in a 1980 game, throwing to Mark Duper 
(Dolphins), He also rushed for 101 yards in that same game in a backfield that featured Joe 
Delaney (Chiefs). His 98-yard bomb is still the second longest in school history as he garnered 
second team Division I-AA All-America honors behind Neil Lomax (Cardinals) of Portland 
State, He hails from a college that also produced NFLers like John Stephens (Packers), Gary 
Reasons (Giants), and Floyd Turner (Saints), not to mention former players Jackie Smith 
(Cardinals), Sidney Thorton (Steelers) and Al Dodd (Saints, Falcons), Bobby juggled a wife, 
a daughter, and a football career while at Northwestern. As the story goes, it took the star 
cheerleader six weeks to agree to go out with the star quarterback. And nine months after that 
first date, Bobby and Teresa, were married, Money was such a problem in college in the Hebert 
household that they once were forced to live off food stamps for four months, Instead of waiting 
for the NFL draft in ‘83, he signed with the USFL ($150,000) so he could put food on the table. 
Bobby grew up a big NFL fan watching the Saints play at old Tulane Stadium. He and his wife 
Teresa, who helps outs with his community affairs, have two daughters, Ryan (8-19-82) and 
Cammy (3-17-86), and a pair of sons, Bobby Joseph III (2-9-89) and Bo Daniel (3-12-92). 
Hebert has been a winner at every level in high school, college, and in the pros (see graphic 
below),

- Last Season 


The Falcons Red Gun offense received an added boost when Drew Hill decided to return for 
another year after contemplating retirement following the ‘92 season. Hill enters his 15th NFL 
seasonas the 10th alltime leading receiver in League history with 600 careerreceptions. 
In his first season in a Falcons uniform last year, Drew caught 60 passes for 623 yards, with 
three touchdowns. It marked the 4th straight time and 7th in the last eight that he has snagged 
60 or more passes in a season. An eight catch day for 107 receiving yards in the season finale 
at Los Angeles marked his best game of the year. He also hauledin nine receptions for 84 yards 
against Dallas, eight passes for 83 yards at Chicago, seven aerials for 57 yards at Miami and 
six catches for 45 yards versus the Saints. 


Pro Career 


Besides his 600 receptions, Drew's 9,447 receiving yards put him in the top 10 all time 
and his 12,953 combined yards are good enough for 14th all-time in the NFL history 
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books. He added another 100-yard receiving game last year to run his lifetime total to 28 with 
2.107 day at Los Angeles in the final week of the season. Hill upped his touchdown tally to 61 
with three scores a year ago. He's gotten betier with age accumulating only 60 receptions in 
his first six years with the Rams, but 540 in the last seven seasons. Drew left Houston as the 
team leader surpassing Charley Hennigan with 480 career catches and ahead of Ken Burrough 
with 7,477 yards. With his 1,109 receiving yards in ‘91, he became the only player in NFL 
history to register four 1,000 yard seasons after turning 30 years old. Hill also teamed with 
James Lofton as the oldest players to EVERrecord 1,000 yards in a season. His career began 
ona high note and was a precursor of things to come as he returned the first kickoff ever at 
Anaheim Stadium back 98 yards for a score. He returned to the site of his first pro glory and 
recorded the 28th, 100-yard receiving game of his career at Anaheim Stadium on the last week 
ofthe season in'92. While with the Rams, he led the NFL in average per catch at 27.9 in ‘84 
and posted a League-best 60 kickoff returns in 'B1, a record that still stands today. 


‘Year-by-Year- 


1991: He finished 3rd in the NFL with 90 catches and 6th on League charts with his 1,109 
yards in his final campaign in Houston. He and Haywood Jeffires totaled the most receptions 
bya pair of wide receivers from the same club in League history with 190. A 14-yard effort on 
career-high 11 catches vs, the Browns anda 129-yard day vs. the Bengals notched two more 
100-yard games to his career ledger. He closed out his tenure with the Oilers by ending as the 
club's second leading receiver in the post season with 11 grabs for 98 yards and a score, 


1990: He seta then career-best with 74 catches, tying him with teammate Haywood Jeffires 
forthe AFC lead, while totalling 1,109 yards (fourth time in career) through the air, thirdin AFC, 
in garnering a trip to the Pro Bowl, He matched his personal-best with 10 catches vs. the Colts 
‘on 123 yards and ended up with 5 TD's for the year. He had his 25th 100-yard receiving day 
of his career with a 102-yard effort on Monday Night vs. Bills, and caught his 50th NFL TD at 
San Diego. 


1989: Drew led the club in receiving yards for the fifth time with 938 and receptions with 66. 
He recorded a season-high nine aerials for 101 yards and a score in a 95-31 win over Detroit. 
His diving 27-yard TD in a snowstorm made the highlight films in a 23-16 defeat of the Steelers, 
He saw action in 14 games, marking the first time since ‘83 that he did not play in all 16 non- 
strike games, because of a back injury. 


1988: Hill paced the Oilers with 1,141 receiving yards and caught 72 passes (2nd in AFC) 
to. earn his first Pro Bow! nod, but was unable to attend due to a chip fracture in his neck. The 
New England 1776 Club Player of the Year combined with Emest Givens forthe second straight 
year for most receiving yards (2,117) by a duo in the NFL. He tied or led the team in receptions 
10 times during the year. His personal-best of 3 TD's against the Redskins (9 for season-best 
148 yards) were the most by an Oiler in seven seasons and was his fourth multi-TD game of 
his career, as he won the AFC Offensive Player of the Week award. 
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1987: Starting all 12non-strike games, he was the club leader with his 989 yards on 49 grabs. 
Inthe final eight games of the season, he registered an NFL-high six 100-yard contests. His 
20.2 per catch average was 4th in the NFL. He helped the Oilers clinch a playoff berth with a 
109-yard, six-catch effort in a 21-17 win over the Bengals. He topped the team’s playoff charts 
with 177 yards on 11 catches in a pair of post season contests. 


1986: Hauled in a team-high 65 catches, 1,112 yards and 5 TD's on the year. His 81-yard 
TD snare was a career-long vs. Detroit, and he also had a 185 day vs, Cincinnati. 


1985: Inhisfirst season in a Houston uniform, he started every game and caught more balls 
than his previous five in LA. He had 64 receptions for 1,169 (18.3 avg,), with a club-high nine 
scores. The yardage total was the fifth best in Oiler history. Drew finished his initial AFC 
campaign by catching nine passes for 210 yards (4th-highest output) with four TD's against the 
Colts in the season finale. 


1984: Hemanaged'to startall 16 games, but logged time at the position with Ron Brown. He 
closed out the season with 27.9 yards a catch to pace the League. Hill also returned 26 kicks 
for 543 yards to establish a team mark for career KOR’s (171) and KOR yards (3,348). 


1983: He went on IR for the entire year with a herniated disk. 
1982: He had seven receptions for 92 yards in a strike-shortened season. 


1981; Drew established an NFL record by returning 60 kickoffs for a Rams best of 1,170 
yards, In 11 starts, he had 16 catches for 355 yards, a 22.2 avg., and three TD's, 


1980; Hill put his name in the record book for running back the first ever kickoff at Anaheim 
Stadium 98 yards for a touchdown. He finished with 19 catches for 416 yards, including a 74- 
yard score vs, Falcons. 


1979: During his rookie season, he played in Super Bowl XIV against the Steelers and 
snared a 26-yard pass. He was used mainly asa kick returner (40-803) but did grab four throws 
for 94 yards, including his first NFL TD from Pat Haden. 


Notebook 


Drew is the SECOND leading ACTIVE receiver behind only Jerry Rice (610) in catches and 
THIRD ACTIVE player in terms of yards to Rice (10,273) and James Lofton (13,821) entering 
4993, When Hill signed the biggest signing bonus ever in the history of the now-defunct Plan 
B free agency system, he relayed his intentions to retire after the ‘92 season. But after some 
coaxing from Assistant Head Coach June Jones during the off-season, he decided to play 
another year. With another 60+ reception season, Drew can move up the all time ladder into 
the top half-dozen to ever play the game as Ozzie Newsome stands at No, 5 with 662 catches 
(and Rice begins the year at 610). Although his streak of 77 straight games with at least one 
catch was stopped in Week 2 at Washington in '92, Hill begins his 15th season with at least 
a grab in 90 of his last 92 games played. Hill's professionalism and years of experience in 
a run-and-shoot offense have provided measuring sticks for the other Falcons receivers in his

short time in Atlanta. Needless to say, because of these qualities Falcon coaches were happy 
to see him return to the team for ‘93. 


College 
The local product decided to stay in the area and attend Georgia Tech. He caught 56 passes 
for the ‘Ramblin Wreck’ and led the nation with a 30.0 average on 19 kickoffs (for 570 yards 
and two TD's) as a senior. Besides the impressive return average, Hill grabbed 36 passes for 
706 yards (19.6) and four scores during his last season as a Yellow Jacket to catch the eyes 
of NFL scouts. His career 28.1 KOR average (84-2361) is still one of the top marks in Tech 
history. 


Personal 


Andrew Hill is a Georgia favorite having starred at nearby Newnan High (down I-85 south of 
Atlanta) in football, basketball, track and baseball. He wenton to have astellar career at Georgia 
Tech before moving on to the pros. He recently spent time in the off-season constructing a 
house in Atlanta after several years of owning a condo. Hill gets in shape for training camp by 
playing basketball with many of his Falcons teammates. He loves to collect cars, with a black 
Ferrarias his latest prized possession, and holds an Industrial Management degree at Georgia 
Tech. Drew also keeps busy with his Subway sandwich shop and real estate investments.

For the second straight year, big Chris started every contest at right tackle, despite playing on 
aninjured right knee that was arthroscoped on Jan. 6, With his huge presence on the frontline, 
the Falcons were able to establish club marks in the Red Gun offense like most 
completions (336), most TD passes (33), and most first downs passing (194). The 33 
touchdowns through the air was the best total in the NFL and the unit was also second all time 
onteam's ledgers with 3,635 yards passing, Hinton opened up holes for; Tony Smith's long run 
of the season of 32 yards, Michael Haynes’ club record 89-yard TD catch and two 100-yard 
games, Andre Rison's three TD affair, Chris Miller's 351-yard passing day with apersonal-best 
four scores, and Wade Wilson's 374-yard passing effort with 31 completions and three TD's. 
He helped the birds register the 9th best TD % inside the 20 in the NFL in ‘92, Through his 
blocking exploits, Atlanta is the only team in the League to throw for 30 or more TD passes 
in each of the last two seasons.

Chris 
was voted to his 7th Pro Bowl after the '91 season atright tackle, After selections at right guard 
and left tackle, the three different Pro Bowl positions were an NFL first. The mammoth 6- 
4,300 pounder was something special in his initial pro season when he was the first rookie ever 
to be named to the Pro Bowl in 1983. During the Falcons’ playoff season of ‘91, he was part 
of aline that allowed only a team record 31 QB sacks in 531 attempts or one every 17 passes, 
He bulldozed a path for the 5th highest scoring team in the League (with 361 points) that year 
and 8th-best club in Total Offense. In a Colts uniform he was part of a line that boasted the 
highest per rush average in the last 10 seasons with 25.0 slate. He has now played both guard 
and tackle positions |n his career.

The typically tough competitor played on a bad right knee for most of the ‘92 season. 
Considering the Falcons were out of the playoff picture at the end of the year, he could have 
decided to rest the knee. But true to his form he wouldn't allow himself to be pulled from the 
starting lineup. Like all linemen playing in the rugged NFL trenches, Chris has experienced his 
share of injuries. A fractured fibula in the fifth game of the 1984 season as a Colt stopped his 
streak of 21 straight starts to begin his career, A preseason calf injury delayed his debut with 
the Falcons until Week 6 in 1990. Hinton has been avictim of his own success as he has played 
for three different NFL teams. A few days after selecting him with the fourth overall choice, the 
Denver Broncos shipped his rights to the Colts (and QB Mark Hermann) for the overall #1 pick, 
which the Broncos drafted QB John Elway. He and Andre Rison were coveted by the Falcons 
so much that they traded for them in ‘90 in exchange for the #1 overall choice which turned out 
to be QB Jeff George. Chris was the highest paid offensive lineman in '90 after signing a new 
four year'contract, With three more starts to begin the ‘93 season, he will break his own personal 
streak of 34 straight starts, which he set from 1986-89,

An academic-minded Hinton decided to forego other Big Ten offers and attend Northwestern 
because of the educational opportunities, Chris played three different positions with the 
Wildcats and began his collegiate career asan outside linebacker, Aftersix starts and 46tackles 
asa freshman, he was switched to TE in his seventh game as asophomore. Hewonthestarting 
job a year later and caught 19 passes for 265 yards, Including an 83-yard afternoon against 
nemesis Michigan. New Vikings Head Coach Dennis Green moved him to left tackle in the 
spring of his senior season. “After my years wilh the 49ers | knew what was needed to be aleft 
tackle in the pros and Chris was a classic,” said Coach Dennis Green. Despite being an All- 
America and All-Big Ten selection, Green had to call in some favors to get Chris invited to the 
Blue-Gray and Senior Bowl all-star games. Scouts took notice of the team MVP from there and 
he Was taken fourth overall in the draft, ahead of such names as Dan Marino, Jim Kelly and Ken 
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O'Brien, and behind Elway, Eric Dickerson and Curt Warner. He earned his college degree in 
Sociology. 


Chris’ football career had an inauspicious beginning when he quit his high school football team 
because of the troubles at the inner city Chicago school. Students now have to pass through 
metal detectors to get to class. But his coach and principal talked him back on the field and with 
the new direction his career took off. An excellent athlete and student at Wendell Phillips High, 
he earned All-America, All-state and All-city honors in football, as well as competing in 
basketball, track and wrestling. His school made such an impression on him that he returned 
to give the commencement speech to the class of 1990 entitled, “Don't Be Afraid to Dream." 
Hinton's nomination for teacher of the month, Leroy Lovelace, won the NFL award for 
November of ‘90. Big Chris is a big contributor to the Atlanta community with his children's 
hospital visits. He also spearheaded a fund raiser for the Mike Utley Foundation's Thumbs Up 
Program, along with his offensive line cohorts, with an autographed session and for the 
Association for Retarded Citizens in Cobb County. A popular speaker, he brings his “stay-in- 
school" message to Atlanta, relating his memories growing up on the tough streets of Chicago. 
His wife Carole is very active inthe Falcons Wives Association and the couple resides with their 
two-year-old daughter, Caris, and a pair of golden retrievers, Sophia and Harpo, in Alpharetta, 
GA.

Last Season 


The Falcons’ aggressive and bold 1993 free agent campaign landed one of the NFL's best 
defensive linemen when they inked Pierce Holt to a three year quaranteed offer sheet thatthe 
49ers did not match. Under the League's new system, Holt was a veteran of five or more 
accrued seasons who was nameda “transition” player by the Niners, who therefore hadthe right 
of first refusal on any offer. The birds immediatley addressed their needs to improve upon their 
#28 defensive ranking in ‘92 by being the first NFL club to acquire one of the top three 
coveted players (Reggie White, Tim McDonald) available in the NFL’s new system of free 
agency. Holt's relentless pursuitis his strongest suit and will be a perfectfitin the Falcons “Black 
Wave" defense that stresses all 11 players to the ball carrier. In San Francisco, Pierce lined up 
over opposing guards 75% of the time, but in Atlanta he is expected to freelance along the line 
to take advantage of his pass rushing skills. “With the 49ers, the scheme was read-and-react,” 
he explained. “/ prefer to attack and react, and | get that opportunity here.” Holt was voted as 
a Pro Bow! starter last year by his peers around the League who recognized his overall play 
in the interior. The USA Today All-Pro and Pro Football Weekly All-NFC selection totaled 41 
solo stops anda career-high 55 tackles in ‘92. He also collared 5.5 QB sacks for an eye opening 
40.5 yards in losses. Pierce’s season of big games included a seven tackle, one OB sack (for 
aminus seven yards), and forced fumble day against the powerful Bills. His other top outings 
came vs. the Bucs with eight tackles and a sack, vs. Patriots with six stops and a sack, and vs. 
Rams with five tackles and half a sack. In the ‘92 post season, he was the team leader, posting 
three sacks for minus 20 yards. In the Divisional playoff game against the Redskins, he collared 
fourtackles and all three of his sacks on QB Mark Rypien to help the Niners advance. The NFC 
Championship game saw him receive credit for three tackles versus the Cowboys. 


Pro Career 
During his five years in the NFL, Pierce has been one of the League's most dominating players. 


Through his outstanding play, he eared the first fully guaranteed contract ever given to a 


defensive player in the NFL. He had been the anchor of a defense that helped the Niners 
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capture two Super Bowl crowns (1988-89) and three NFC Westem Division titles. With his 
relentless presence in the lineup, the 49ers were yearly in the top 10 in most statistical 
categories. Pierce built himself up from Al-NFL rookie status to Pro Bow! starter in five years. 
‘As a rookie, he was part of a unit that finished third in the NFL in total defense, third in rush 
defense and eighth in pass defense, while holding opponents under 100 yards eight times. Holt 
has started 54 of his 70 NFL games played with post season appearances four out of his five 
years, Because of starting college late, he was the oldest player drafted in the ‘88 class at age 
26. 


Year-by-Year 


1991: He ended up with 44 total tackles, with 35 solos and 9 assists, and 3 sacks, in 13 
games. Pierce registered a team high 9 tackles with a sack five yards behind the line at 
Minnesota but also injured his right knee and missed the Rams and Raiders contests. He 
Tetumed to the lineup the next week versus Atlanta and recorded five stops, His other top game 
was a five tackle, ane sack effort versus the Bears. 


1990: Holt started all 16 games for the first time, finishing with his second best tackle total 
of his Niner career with 51 stops, A team-best seven solo stops at Cincinnati and a five tackle 
game at Atlanta were the highlights, He also added a sack and six tackles in post season play. 


1989: Pierce tied Charles Haley as the team sack leader with 11.5. In his first career start 
in the opener at Indianapolis he recorded three tackles, He was named NFC Defensive Player 
of the Week by virtue of his four-sack game versus the Giants, He set his then personal high 
with eight tackles, with an 11-yard sack, at the Jets. 


1988: The All-NFL rookiewas activated off IR (toe) on Oct. 24, His best outingwas atwo sack 
game at Phoenix and he had four tackles, one sack for a loss of 10 yards, and a batted ball 
versus the Raiders, 


Notebook 


Unlike in previous years, Pierce took an active and personal role in the contract negotiations 
tobecomea Falcon. His agents had scheduled visits to Atlanta and the New York Jets, but after 
Holt met with the Falcons coaches and management he made up his mind he wanted to stay 
in the South. After arriving on Monday night (March 15) and meeting with Falcons brass on 
Tuesday, he was booked on alate afternoon flight that day, buthe promptly canceleditto remain 
in Atlanta to work out the details on an offer sheet. Jeff Moorad (agent) flew into town late 
Tuesday night and the pair hammered out a deal with the Falcons by Wednesday afternoon. 
When the 49ers failed to match the offer seven days laler, Holt became the first Falcon in team 
history to own a guaranteed contract and at the time of the deal was the highest paid defensive 
playerin the history of the NFL. The birds became the first team in the League to signa Pro 
Bowl caliber player to a restricted offer sheet in this new age of free agency. An even- 
tempered, southem gentleman off the field. he hasn't changed on the field since his days at 
Angelo State. He's still “strong, aggressive, quick and down-right mean” as the school's 1987 
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media guide described him asa senior. There's nothing pretentious about this product of Marlin, 
Texas. He was anxious to “get back to the South” and was impressed so much by the serious 
intentions of the Falcons that he went against the wishes of his agent and told him to call off 
his visit to the Jets. Coaches Jerry Glanville and Doug Shively have been familiar with Holt's 
special talents since college when they used to jog around the track at Angelo State and watch 
him practice while they were at training camp with the Oilers.

An NCAA Division II All-America for two years in 1986-87, Holt accumulated 106 tackles, with 
11 sacks, in his last year in a Rams uniform. Included in those totals were 13 tackles for losses 
and also 18 OB pressures. The NCAA Division Il Defensive Player of the Year concluded 
his fine senior campaign with eight games with 10 or more tackles, Pierce was recently named 
the Lone Star Conference Defensive Player of the Decade of the 80's. After playing one 
semester at Wharton County (Texas) JUCO, he moved on to Angelo State and in his first 
collegiate game recorded 11 tackles and a QB sack. He attended a Division !! school to 
circumvent the five-year eligibility rule. Holt also hit the books to eam academic All-America 
honors in 1986 and was presented with a degree in history and physical education. 


Personal 


Holtisa living testamentio a work ethic forgedin a tiny Texas town that drives his daily life today. 
He was reared in the farm land and cattle country of Rosenberg, Texas (pop. 17,995), which 
is 50 miles from the Gulf of Mexico. His family battled hurricanes, monsoons, and dry spells to 
make a living of the land. The soft-spoken Holt is a humble individual who won't waste time 
extolling his own virtues. “Because of my background, | won't take anything for granted,”he 
said. ‘!'m certainly very aporeciative of the chances I've had.” After holding several odd jobs 
after high school such as laboring at a car dealership, on a construction crew, as a morigage 
‘company inspector, a newspaper delivery man, a mall Santa Claus, and a farmer, he decided 
to-attend college. He bulked up from a 215 pound high school senior at Rosenberg Lamar 
Consolidated High School to 250 pounds in three years. The 22-year-old freshman followed 
his brother Ed's path, who worked himself info a NAIA Little All-America on a national 
championship team at Austin College after waiting a few years to enter college. The decision 
was made easier when his wife, Deana, also decided to enroll at Angelo State. By the time he 
wasa senior the couple had two children andhis younger teammates referred to himas ‘Coach 
Holt.” Because of his tireless efforts on the field his college coach, Mike Martin, once described 
himas “a big man with alitile man’s heart. Pierce grew up a Cowboys fan idolizing Randy White. 
It's probably no coincidence that Holt carries some very distinct similarities with White, like an 
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unrelenting tenacity to get to the ball. ‘! saw the intensity that Randy White has when | was in 
Dallas and Pierce surpasses that,” said former 49er teammate and good friend Mike Walter. 
“Talk about intense. Pierce passes defensive backs and linebackers to get fo the ball carrier!" 
He still keeps an autographed White photo thatwas sentto him asa youth. Although his passion 
for the Cowboys has wained over the years, he did strike up a friendship with Dallas TE Jay 
Novacek at the Pro Bowl last year. Pierce has a condition called amblyopia (lazy eye) that limits 
him to 10 percent sight in his left eye, He won the Pro Football Super Classic XIV Team Arm 
Wrestling Championships along with Wesley Walls in Las Vegas in June of '91 going 
undefeated, He and his wife Deana have three children, daughters Ashley and Lauren Marie, 


and son Forrest.

Last Season 


The Falcons locked up a coveted free agent cornerback when they signed Melvin Jenkins to 
athree year contract. The aggressive, hard-nosed comer was considered the bestman-to-man 
cover guy available and his talents fit right into the birds defensive scheme. For the Lions in'92, 
he had another outstanding season, finishing fifth on the club in tackles with 72in 16 starts. He 
also tied forthe team lead with four interceptions (for 34 return yards), while pacing the Detroit 
secondary with 15 passes defensed, and had both a forced and recovered fumble. Melvin 
made the most of his fumble recovery as he sped 56 yards for a touchdownatter Marc Spindler 
blocked a Vikings field goal attempt in Week 2. Another key spot where the Falcons will benefit 
from the presence of Jenkins is on special teams. The hard hitting performer loves to get after 
players on ‘teams’ as evidenced by his team-leading 11 tackles for Detroit last year. Atlanta's 
appreciation for the former CFL star's talents dates back two years ago when the Falcons tried 
to sign him as a Plan B free agent. 


Pro Career 


Jenkins broke into the pro's with the Calgary Stampeders of the CFL in 1984. He played 40 
games in the ‘other’ League and finished with 11 thefts, returning three for scores. He ran 
back 49 punts for an 8,8 average and 21 kickoffs for 20.1 mark in his career. He joined the NFL 
in May of '87 by signing on with the Seahawks. Melvin spent four seasons in Seattle before 
being heavily courted by several teams during Plan B and switching residences to Detroit. He 
needs only eight inore games played in ‘93 to reach the century mark for his career. He’s never 
missed a game during his years in the NFL due to an injury. 


Year-by-Year: 


1991: In his initial year with the Lions, he was an immediate starter and was credited with 
being a big reason for the resurgence of the secondary. His 74 solo and 86 total tackles were 
good enough for fourth (tie) on the squad. He also chipped in with 14 passes defensed (second) 
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andasack. Melvin tied a career-high with 12solo tackles and apass defense against the 49ers. 
Twelve more tackles, including three others on special teams vs. the Packers followed that 
effort, which also included three passes defensed.

1989-87: Inthree successive years with the Seahawks, he had 50, 74and41 tackle seasons, 
with six pickofts, two recovered fumbles and 8 forced fumbles. Four of those forced fumbles 
came in the 1988 campaign. He played on Seattle's last playoff teams in ‘87, registering 12 
tackles and an interception against Houston and a fumble recovery against Cincinnati in ‘88,

Besides bringing solid credentials as a defensive back, Melvin also totes an impressiveresume 
to the table as a special teamer. He led the Lions in tackles for two straight seasons, totaling 
34 in his time in Detroit, He proved to be a big contributor in more than a few games. For 
example, in'91 he nailed a Colt punt returner inside the one yard line, setting up a Lion's safety 
‘on the next play. He totaled five special teams tackles and scooped up teammate George 
Jamison’s fumble and ran 15 yards to the Bears’ 20 yard line to set up a Detroit field goal in the 
fourth quarter. [n'92, he raced 56 yards fora TD offa blocked field goal attemptversus the Vikes. 
His CFL highlights included running back an interception 172 yards for a touchdown against 
Winnipeg.

His collegiate football career started out in Raymond, Mississippi at Hind's Junior College. 
Jenkins transferred to the University of Cincinnati for his final wo seasons in 1982-83. Melvin 
hails from Jackson, MS where he was a standout in football, track and soccer at Wingfield High.

Last Season 


No one could have expected Norm Johnson to match his 1991 achievements, which included 
setting a Falcons single season record for field goal accuracy and kicking 15 consecutive 
attempts. But somebody forgot to tell Norm! Last year, he just barely missed breaking his own 
club mark (by .008) for field goal percentage by booting 18 of 22 attempts for a .818 %, fourth- 
bestin NFL. He was perfect on all of his PAT's (39-39) in accumulating 93 points. In the season 
‘opener against the Jets, his season got off to a fine start as he tied a club record with a 54- 
yard field goal. Norm's accurate season included another 54-yarder vs. the Patriots, a 52- 
yarder at Miami, anda51-yarderat San Francisco, foratotal of fourfield goals over 50 yards, 
which set a new club record. We found no other NFL kicker to hit 100% over 50 with three 
or more made in a season. His other long kicks included a pair from 49 yards, a 46-yarder and 
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a.44-yarder. Johnson's busiest day came against the Rams when he connected for three field 
goals (49, 26, 37) to aide the Falcons in their come from behind 30-28 victory. His paints were 
also the winning margins vs. both Jets and Cards (20-17 wins).

Noted NFL columnist Will McDonough summed up Johnson's impact in the League since 
moving overto the NFC on September 11, 1991 when he called Norm... “The best pickup in 
the NFL the last two seasons. "He has lived up to that strong billing by missing only four field 
goals in each of the past two years, while connecting on 37 out of 45 attempts, fora consistent 
822 FG accuracy mark. His two-year tenure in Atlanta has also included five field goals from 
50 yards & beyond (with a 50-yarder to beat New Orleans in overtime) and 68 consecutive 
PAT's. Seattle's all time leader in points with 810, Norm is also in the Seahawks record book 
for career field goals with 159, attempts with 228, PAT's with 333, attempts with 338, and 
consecutive PAT's with 165, Boasting ahigh field goal accuracy mark is nothing new to Johnson 
because he led the entire AFC in that category in 1984 with a 833 clip. He has 15 career field 
goals of 50+ yards, including an NFL second best-ever in '86 (and four last season) and has 
kicked 65 three-pointers of 40 or more yards through the uprights in his time in the League.

He could move into the Top 20 with 33 points, catching Bruce Gossett (1,031) and into 
19th with 76 points, catching Garo Yepremian (1,074), With 196 career field goals, Norm will 
become the 19th player in NFL history to make 200 field goals with his fourth in ‘93. He's 5th 
in NFL history with 15 field goals of 50 or mofe yards and needs two more to tie for third all-time 
with Hall of Famer Jan Stenerud and Eddie Murray. Clutch Norm has made three overtime field 
goals of 40 or more yards, long of 50, to win games,

Keith started eight games, while playing in all 16, in his fourth season in the League. Jones 
‘ended up third on the club with 278 yards on 79 rushes for a 3.5 average. He established a 
personal-high with 87 tough yards on the ground in the victory over the Packers, averaging 5.1 
yards per carry, He returned the next week to average 4.6 yards per rush in gaining 55 yards 
on 12 totes at Miami. A sprained knee in training camp made him miss the entire preseason, 
but he returned to start the opener, rushing for 41 yards on 11 carries against the Jets in the 
first-ever regular season game in the new Georgia Dome.

Jones regained his old form last year after having his 91 season shortened due toaneck injury 
that limited him to five games.

Last Season 


It was another “typical year” for Mike Kenn in 1992. He performed at another high level that 
belied his age as he proved once again he was one of the top tackles in the NFL, The savvy 
veteran started every game at his usual left tackle position for the 10th time in his career. Aknee 
sprain against the Patriots in Week 13 limited him to only the first three plays at New Orleans, 
but he returned in the season finale at Los Angeles. His play was part of the reason that the 
Falcons established new team marks for completions in a season (336, thitd-best in NFL), 
touchdown passes (33, best in League), and first downs (194). Mike's textbook pass blocking 
technique's allowed the birds to throw for the second most yards ever in club history with 3,635, 
which was the fourth-best mark among all clubs. The Falcons are the only team in the 
Leagueto toss 30 or more TD passes ineach of the pasttwo seasons and Kenn'spresence 
up front has been a big part of the success. 


Pro Career 


With his 220 NFL games played, Mike moved into 22nd place on the NFL'sall-time games 
played list (see chart). Heheads into his 16th season with the third highest active streakbehind 
Jackie Slater's 238 and James Lofton’s 223. Ifhe performs in all 16 games in ‘93 he can switch 
positions with Jim Bakken (234) into 14th place. Of course, he still has 28 more games to play 
before he takes over the team lead over Jeff Van Note. Even though he's toiled in the physical 
NFL trenches for over a decade and a half, he’s only missed eight games in 15 years! His 
consistent stretch is even more amazing when you consider he missed five out of those eight 
games in one season due to torn knee ligaments (1985). Mike's career started out with a streak 
of 90 consecutive games, third longest in club history. Kenn was called the best lineman in the 
League in a stretch from 1980 to 1984 as he played in five straight Pro Bowls. In his tenure in 
Atlanta, he is the only Falcon to ever play in all of the club's six playoff games. Kenn has 
paved the way for such Pro Bowlers as William Andrews, Steve Bartkowski, Chris Miller, Andre 
Rison, Gerald Riggs, Billy Johnson, Alfred Jenkins, and John Settle.

Mike has surely held his own when lining up head-to-head against some of the NFL's best pass 
tushers, For example, Kenn held former Saints sack specialist Pat Swilling withouta sack 
in 12 of the last 13 games played against the NFC West rival, He has also shutout Giants 
LB Lawrence Taylor and ex-Cowboy and 1981 Super Bowl MVP Harvey Martin (0 sacks in 
playoff game). In 1991, he only allowed one sack the entire year (from Tony Woods of Seattle) 
despite facing the League's toughest pass rushers from the left side of the line, His dominating 
pass blocking helped the birds set a club mark in ‘91 by giving up only 31 sacks in 531 passing 
attempts. A community minded player, Mike has lent his name to many worthwhile causes in 
the Atlanta area and around the southeast over the years.

LeBel returned strongly to action in‘92, coming back a year after fracturing his right wrist versus 
the Chargers in the'91 season. He performed all the long snapping duties in every game in'92, 
including both of Norm Johnson's club record-tying 54-yard FG attempts and his perfect 39- 
39 PAT's. Harper also received the starting call as the TE in two contests: at Buffalo and against 
New England. The fifth-year pro from Colorado State covered kicks as well on the Falcons 
special teams in ‘92, registering 6 tackles. 


Pro Career 


Harper has survived the long snapping trenches for four seasons, wearing four different 
uniforms, Originally a 12th round draft selection of the Chiefs in ‘85, he was moved to center 
during his first NFL training camp. The transition didn't go smoothly and he was released. He 
had tryouts with other clubs before landing a spot on the Chargers’ replacement team in ‘87. 
Subsequent stints in the Bucs and Cowboys camps followed a year later, but he caught on with 
the Seahawks as a long snapper and tight end in ‘89. Le Bel was courted by the Eagles and 
Signed as a Plan B free agent in ‘90.

Last Season 


Chris Miller's highly productive 1992 season came to an abrupt end in the third quarterin Week 
9 against the Rams. On a first down scramble, Miller planted his left leg in the Georgia Dome 
turf to make a cut, injuring his left knee (without contact being made). Chris had to undergo 
reconstructive surgery on his anterior cruciate ligament in his left knee on Nov, 2. At the time 
of the injury, the former Oregon product had the second most touchdown passes of any 
quarterback in the NFL with 15. With only six interceptions, he had the best touchdown-to- 
interception ratio in the League and his 152 completions led all NFC passers (fourth overall). 
He was well on his way to breaking his own personal best of 26 TD passes in ‘91 with a chance 
of surpassing Steve Bartkowski's team record of 31 in 1980. His personal highlights included 
adding to his streak of consecutive games with at least one TD pass to 14 (tying 
Bartkowski's club mark) and passes without an interception to 141 (third longest stretch ever 
inclub annals). His four TD passing effort at Chicago set a single-game career highandhis 351 
passing yards against the Bears (30-48) was his second-most ever and he also added a three 
TD afternoon in the Packers win. He hooked up with Michael Haynes on the Falcons’ first 
offensive play in the Georgia Dome for a memorable 76-yard TD toss. The Miller to Haynes 
connection also completed the longest pass reception in team history with an 89-yard TD 
at Washington and he teamed up with Andre Rison on a 71-yard scoring bomb at Chicago. 
Miller ushered in the first regular season game ever at the Georgia Dome in style by completing 
724 of his throws (21-29) versus the Jets (second-best % of his career) in a opening 20-17 
victory. 


Pro Career 


Despite the '92 season setback, Miller pushed his career totals to 13,721 passing yards, 1,097 
completions, 2,023 attempts, and 86 TD's, to place his name behind only Bartkowskiinthe club 
record book. Chris improved upon his already established team mark for lowest interception 
percentage in a career by a Falcons QB to 3.4, with the help of only six pickofis in ‘92. In the 
last four years, the accurate passer has thrown 26 more TD's than interceptions (74-48), 
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while completing 60% or more of his passes ina game on 20 different occasions. Miller's QB 
rating has risen each season to a career-best 90.7 in‘92, When he hit the 10,000 yard passing 
plateau in Week 7 against the 49ers in ‘91 at the age of 26, he was in some select company. 
Only names like Dan Marino, Fran Tarkenton, Joe Namath and Bernie Kosar had passed 
10,000 at a younger age. With his streak of 141 passes without an interception (Rams in '91 
fo Redskins in ‘92), it marked the fourth time in his seven-year career that he’s experienced a 
100-plus interception-less streak. Even with his injury, Chris is still ranked Sth among all NFL 
quarterbacks in TD passes thrown in the 90's with 58 and Sth in TD/Int ratio with a +20 (58, 38). 
Ifhe remained healthy and just matched his first half performance (of 15 TD's), he would have 
projected out to 73 TD's, placing him third on the list behind only Kelly and Moon (see charts). 
With Chris at the helm, the Falcons have won 13 of the last 21 games he's played. 


Year-by-Vear 


1991: He earned a spot in the Pro Bowl by throwing a personal-high 26 TD's (third in NFL), 
with 3,103 yards on 220 completions. Chris guided the birds to the playoffs for the first time 
in nine years with a strong second half performance over the final nine games. During that 
important stretch he completed 126 of 224 passes (56%) for 1,953 yards, 20 TD's and only six 
picks, to finish with a high 103.7 QB rating, en route to a8-1 record. He tossed two or more TD's 
inseven straight games, while leading all QB's in per rush average (7.2). He helped Atlanta 
to their first road playoff win in franchise history at New Orleans and capped off his best 
‘season by finding Jerry Rice with the winning TD pass in the fourth quarter of the Pro Bowl for 
the NFC (21-15). 


1990: Miller was 4th in the NFL in passing yards behind Moon, Montana, and Everett with 
2,735, before being felled with a broken collarbone at Tampa Bay which ended his season. He 
was named NFC Offensive Player of the Week for his personal-best 366 yards (23-44) in a 
dramatic victory over the Saints. His other 300-yard passing game came at the hands of the 
Niners (25-41-9397). Chris’ 57.2% season completion rate was a career-high and he went 
through a stretch where he threw 10 TD's and had only one theft (Weeks 5-8). He also set a 
then-personal record with his 17 TD's through the air and a long pass of 75t, 


1989: Chrisledthe NFL in lowest interception % at 1.9, with streaks of 185and 122passes 
without an interception. He became only the second QBin team history to pass for3,000 yards 
ashe totaled 3,459 (third highest total ever), which ranked 5th in NFL, He registered three, 300- 
yard passing games and in the season finale against Detroit attempted 66 passes (2nd most 
ever in League history) fora club record 37 completions. Miller also chipped in with some fancy 
footwork as he booted a 25-yard field goal at San Francisco. 


1988: In 13games, he passed for 2,133 yards, the most since Bartkowski in 1984, He posted 
5-5 mark in the games he started and finished, losing the three he had to leave with injuries, 
He had ankle and elbow injuries and a concussion that took him out of action. Highlights 
included awin overthe soon to be World Champion 49ers at Candlestick (34-17) and road wins 
over the Eastern Champion Eagles and the L.A. Raiders. His 3.4 interception rate was lower 
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than big name QB's like Esiason, Marino, Kelly, Elway or Everett. Chris had his first NFL three- 
TD game at the Eagles (no interceptions). 


1987: Some experts’ thoughthim being picked in the first round (third QB) was a“reach” and 
that the club should have taken others like those chosen right after him (D.J. Dozier, John Clay, 
John Basa). Then, contract talks bogged down and he missed all of camp and didn't sign untit 
Oct. 30. In the final three games, Chris was thrown into battle starting at halitime vs. the Rams 
with the team down 26-0. His second half was 10-20 for 170, Then, the 3-10 Falcons went to 
San Francisco to face the Division champs and Chris got the start. It was a 13-36 for 186-yard 
day (most by a Falcon QB in his first start), but with the blitzing 49ers and a big lead, he was 
sacked three times and threw four interceptions. The season finale was his home debut, 
another uphill struggle that was a 196-yard day withhis firstNFL TD pass vs. Detroitandanother 
four-interception outing. 


Notebook 


A strenuous rehabilitation process saw Chris become a regular in the Falcons training and 
weight rooms for upto four hours daily. His early come-back trail was also blazed athome where 
he would labor for hours every day ona range of motion machines. His dedicated effortincluded 
adding 8 more pounds of muscle to his frame, This wasn't the first time Miller fought back from 
an injury. He broke his collarbone in Week 13 at Tampa Bay in 1990, only to rebound in 1991 
with his finest season and a Pro Bow! nod. He's also had to endure other various ailments 
through the years such as a bruised chest, cracked ribs, sprained ankle, and sprained knee, 
which made him misstime. A 103 degree temperature held him out of the first halfagainst Green 
Bay/n'91, buthe turned intoa hero by taking three bags of IV at halftime, suiting upinthe second 
half, and throwing a pair of TD's in a 35-31 come-from-behind victory. Chris possesses an 
accurate arm, a vital asset in the Falcons Red Gun passing attack, which relies on quick 
releases and quick reads. For example, in five out of his eight games last season he completed 
60% or more of his attempts. For the third straight year, he donated $100 for every TD pass 
thrown to the Children’s Miracle Network. Miller's United Way public service announcement 
gamered a national Tilly Award in 1990. 


Personal 


With his injury, Chris’ other hobbies of playing golf and fishing in the off-season were limited, 
But he did manage some time on the links, in between an excursion to the lakes of Oregon for 
‘some steel head fishing and another fishing trip in scenic Alaska. The trek to Alaska was part 
of a fund raising effort to raise money for high school athletic programs in his hometown of 
Eugene, Oregon. The Miller family, which includes sister Liz and parents Jess and Jane, are 
his biggest fans as they travel to San Francisco ever year, while attending a few home games 
‘a season. When they're not in the stands, they tune in every game on the family satellite dish, 
Chris was a self-described gym rat as a youth and at eight-years old he made it all the way to 
the national finals at Atlanta’s Fulton County Stadium in the Punt, Pass and Kick competition. 
He grew up in a competitive sports neighborhood which included the likes of Michael Walters 
(49ers) and he went to the same high school as ex-Raiders tight end and current NBC

broadcaster Todd Christiansen. At Sheldon High in Eugene, Oregon, he was actually more 
interested in basketball than football in his early years. When he turned his attention to football 
he excelled by leading Sheldon to an 8-1 record as a senior and a trip to the AAA playoffs, 
throwing for 1, 617 yards and 12 scores. Miller has had the pleasure of both playing (shooting 
a 75) and being in the gallery of the famed Masters golf course in Augusta.

Last Season 

The Falcons were looking to upgrade their safety position when they traded for the Broncos’ 
hard hitting defensive back Alton Montgomery. And they think they achieved that goal as they 
only surrendered a 3rd and 7th round selection in the ‘93 draft for a player who is expected to 
compete for a starting spot at strong safety. Montgomery's season was limited last year to only 
12 games played and one start due to an injury suffered in Week 8 at San Diego. He tore a 
cartilage in his left knee which required surgery and forced him on Injured Reserve until Dec. 1. 
Asusual, when he returned to action, he played with reckless abandon, setting up a score with 
a fumble recovery at Kansas City and returning a kickoff 64 yards against Seattle (longest of 
his career). Ina season opening start versus the Raiders he collared six tackles, 11 assists and 
returned a fumble 66 yards. Alton ended with 13 solo tackles, 18 assists and two passes 
defensed in the Broncos secondary, while finishing third in the AFC in kickoff return average 
at 22.2. 


Pro Career 

The Falcons received a seasoned performer who has competed in 41 NFL games in the AFC. 
with 5 starts, playing behind perennial Pro Bowler Steve Atwater and 12-year veteran Dennis 
‘Smith. Besides vying for the starting strong safety spot, Montgomery also brings an added 
bonus to the Falcons because of his strong work on special teams: he was tabbed Denver's 
Special Teams MVP in'91. The firstteam All-NFL rookie playedin 15 games, with four starts, 
in'90, chipping in with 37 solo stops, 16 assists, two pickoffs and six passes defensed. He also 
averaged 20.4 yards on 14 kickoff returns. In his sophomore season in ‘91, he playedin all 16 
contests, while posting a team-best 11 special teams tackles, with four assists, seven 
knockdown blocks, and a fumble recovery. The former second round pick also ran back a 
career-high 26 kicks for 488 yards and an 18.8 average, with a long of 55 yards. His three long 
NFL plays are 66 (FR), plus 64 and 55-yard KOR's. 


Notebook 


The Falcons have kept close eye on the career of Alton Montgomery since the '90 draft when 
the birds tried to move up to select the talented DB in the second round. His hard nosed 
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reputation out of college was no doubt enhanced by teaming with the likes of intimidators Steve 
Atwater and Dennis Smith in Denver, This. aggressive defender brings a nasty on-field 
temperament and a sure tackling background to the “Black Wave" defense. Atlanta was also 
glad to add another Georgia product to the roster as the 25-year-old hails from Griffin. 
Montgomery anchored the secondary and Cortez Kennedy (Seattle) manned the line on the 
same formidable defense at Northwest Mississippi Junior College. Alton explains his emo- 
tional, all-out-effort-mentality on every play that characterized his time in Denver by simply 
saying, "| always play full-speed, and that's the way it will always be with me!"Montgomery will 
never forget the days when he had to walk or run to football practice in the summer before 
entering Griffin High School, Because he lived 15 miles from Griffin and school buses weren't 
running, he did whatever it took to get to football practice. Sometimes it meant missing one of 
the two-a-day practices, but his coach James Martin understood, “/ could see he really wanted 
it and wanted it bad," he said, The relationship between Martin and Montgomery became 
special, “/ kind of adopted him, "Martin said, ‘He's always been very special to me and | could 
tellrightaway he was something special!" Alton almost enlisted in the Navy instead of attending 
junior college on a partial scholarship until he was offered a full ride at Northwest Mississippi. 
This hard-hitting Georgian grew up idolizing Ronnie Lott andit’s no coincidence that he sounds 
like the All-Pro Lott when he says, “Every time | play, ||play to intimidate, That's my game!NFL 
scouts still recall the hit he put on a player at the Senior Bow! practices that was shown 
repeatedly all week on the local sports shows. The versatile secondary performer has also 
played cornerback, starting four games on the left side as a rookie. 


College 


Alton started two years at the University of Houston after transferring from Northwest 
Mississippi Junior College in Senatobia, 30 miles south of Memphis. He was a second team 
All-America and first team All-SWC selection as a senior, while being nominated for the Jim 
‘Thorpe Award as the nation's best DB. He garnered SWC Newcomer of the Year honors in ‘86 
and intercepted nine passes in his first year at the JUCO level to win Freshman of the Year 
accolades, His four-year collegiate career included 17 interceptions, four fumble recoveries 
and seven QB sacks. 


Personal 


Montgomeryisa product of the Peach State from Griffin, Georgia. He grew upinafamlly of three 
brothers and three sisters. His mother didn't want him to play football when he picked up the 
sport as a seventh grader, so his neighbors had to take him to practice and games. In only his 
third game, he tore cartilage and ligaments in his shoulder and almost quit the sport. Alton 
decided on continuing his college career at Houston because the Cougars were graduating 
most of their secondary, It only took two days of preseason practices for him to become the 
No. 1 strong safety. The team captain and defensive MVP at Griffin High lettered three times 
in football and track and guided his senior team to a 12-1 record.

Pegram played all 16 games, with one start, in his second year in the pro ranks, He started the 
season off by averaging 7.2 yards per carry, rushing five times for 36 yards, in the victory over 
the Jets in the inaugural regular season game in the new Georgia Dome.

Jason's second year in Atlanta started with a strong preseason as he led all receivers with 20 
receptions for 202 yards and three touchdowns. His preseason finale in the Dome vs. the AFC 
champion Bills saw him catch 11 for 81 yards and two touchdowns. With the signing on Sept. 
3 of Andre Rison and the crowded receiving corps, his time was limited in the regular season, 
Phillips saw action in the four wide receiver formations of the Red Gun offense in 12 games in 
92, His best outing was a three catch day at San Francisco. He also tallied his only touchdown 
ofthe season against the 49ers from six yards out. Jason's only other grab was an 8-yard catch 
at Buffalo.

Phillips was brought to Atlanta through the Plan B free agency system. Assistant Head Coach’

40th round choice of the Lions in ‘89, Jason totaled 30 receptions for 352 yards as an NFL 
rookie, When he was given a starting nod in the final five games, he took advantage of the 
opportunity, finishing with 21 catches for 256 yards. His career in Detroit also included a 10- 
catch day (for 115 yards and a 55-yard score) against the Buccaneers thatis stillin the Lions’ 
record books. In Jason's second season in the Silver Stretch offense he snared eight passes 
for 112 yards.

The native of Houston, Texas is used to catching footballs, and a lot of them, since his college 
playing daysina wild run-and-shoot offense. Atthe University of Houston, Philips grabbed 234 
passes from Heisman Trophy winning QB Andre Ware. Jason was the first receiver in 23 years, 
and only fourth in NCAA history, to lead the nation in receiving two straight years (108 
in‘88 and 99 in ‘87). He moved on to the pros in a similar offense in Detroit and was snatched 
from the list of Plan B free agents by Atlanta because of his knowledge of the passing system.

Jason became the first receiver in NCAA history in 23 years to lead the nation in receiving two 
straightyears. He only played at Houston for those two years but he managed to leave with five

consensus senior All-American and All-SWC performer collected 16 catches for 224 yards and 
two TD's in his best collegiate game versus Louisiana Tech in 1988.

Jason Howell Phillips was reared in Houston and became an All-District selection as a 
quarterback for Sterling High School. The high school track star decided to attend Taft (CA) 
JUCO as a signal caller but was switched to the receiver position by his coach during his 
sophomore season.

That is the lowest total ever recorded in a 
14-game season. With the regular season schedule having 16 games for each 
team, this record will forever stand atop of the NFL record books for fewest points 
allowed in a 14-game season.

The honorable mention all-state of Missouri cornerback and slotback at Westport High School 
grew up idolizing the Chiefs Albert Lewis. Hailing from a family of one sister (Sandra) and four 
brothers (James, Roper, Lawrence, Frederick), Bruce Evon Pickens is the youngster of the 
group. He once grabbed 12 receptions on offense as a receiver and running back, and turned 
around and picked off three passes as a safety and cornerback on defense, in one prep 
game. Asa hoopster, he had to shadow former Missouri star and current Lakers guard Anthony 
Peeler in agame. His high school track career was also interesting as his 400 meter relay team 
broke the state record. In addition, he clocked a third place showing at the state meet in the 100 
meters with a 10.45 and ended up second in the 200 meters.

Mike continued to be a potent target in the Falcons Red Gun offense in his second year in the 
system. Pritchard's total of 77 receptions was the 5th highest ever in Falcon history and 
9th best in the NFL in ‘92. He also was second on the club in receiving yards with 827 and 
third in touchdowns with 5.

which included the first 100-yard game of his career (105). The former Colorado product 
collected eight receptions (89 yards) versus the Jets and Bears (52 yards). He hauled in seven 
catches each against the Saints (85), Dolphins (46) and Rams (82), while establishing four of 
his top five career receiving yardage games in ‘92. He scored the Falcons' lone touchdown in 
the narrow 10-7 loss to the Saints from 14 yards out and grabbed four other scoring passes 
versus the Packers (2 yards), Dolphins (18), Buccaneers (38) and Rams (11). He had six 
games with seven or more receptions in ‘92. In addition, Mike also carried the ball for the first 
timein his brief career, gaining 38 yards on three totes (long of 22) against the Ramsin Week 9. 


Pro Career 


Pritchard was a unanimous All-NFL rookie in ‘91 for producing the second best totals among 
all first year receivers with 50 catches for 818 yards to trail only Lawrence Dawsey (55-218) of 
the Bucs. He posted the sixth highest numbers by arookie wide out # pickin the last 12 years 
with only Shawn Collins, Art Monk, Sterling Sharpe, Eddie Brown and Andre Rison ahead of 
him. He broke into the starting lineup 11 times in his initial season, ending up tied for second 
‘on the club charts with Michael Haynes. A nine-catch, 82-yard day against the Vikes was his 
best rookie outing. So far in two seasons, Mike has outdistanced his other receiving 
counterparts from the class of 91 (see chart below). He flashed the skills that made hima No. 1 
draft pickin his first preseason game in Jacksonville when he scored three touchdowns against 
the Rams in spectacular fashion with open field runs.

Often overshadowed by headline grabbers like Andre Rison and Michael Haynes, Mike quietly 
put together a banner year in ‘92 which placed among the top five EVER in club history with 
his 77 receptions. His personal goal for the season was 70 catches. In Rison’s early season 
absence last year, itwas the steady Pritchard who stepped up to catch 26 passes for 292 yards 
tocarry the load in the first four games. The articulate and outgoing performer spends his spare 
time in the off-season working on a financial assistance program titled Provest Asset 
Managemeni. The company is built around offering athletes such services as loans, bill paying, 
and trust accounts. “Pritch” was the first athlete signed up for the program because he helped 
develop it while serving an intemship with the Colorado National Bank. 
College 

Pritchard was a picture of versatility for Colorado with his ability to play tailback, wingback, wide 
receiver and returner. Mike averaged 18.8 yards every time he touched the ball in a Buffalo 
Uniform. Breaking it down further, he boasted averages of 26.4 per reception (second best 
ever), 10.6 per rush and 23.1 per kick return while scoring 15 career TD's. His longs were just 
as impressive through the air (70t, 67, 55, 52, 48, 45t and 44t yard catches) or on the ground 
(78t by rush, 70 and 68 on reverses, 77 KOR). He totaled 2,538 all-purpose yards for the 
Boulder, CO school, including 1,528 yards as a senior for the Co-National Champions, for an 
average of 123.1 an outing. His 284 total yards against Tennessee outdistanced another more 
heralded player's best game (268 yards by Raghib Ismail of Notre Dame). As a senior, he 
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established a single season school record with his 733 receiving yards, and his 10 TD's were 
the second most ever. His 217 rushing yards vs. the Volunteers was the sixth-best total in the 
102-year history of football at Colorado. 


Personal 


Michael Robert was born into a military family in South Carolina at Shaw Air Force Base. 
Pritchard received an early taste of Atlanta as the family drove through Georgia on their way 
to Disney World in Orlando one year. He captured the prestigious Gatorade “Circle of 
Champions" National Player of the Year award for his exploits on the high school gridiron, The 
All-America and All-State of Nevada tailback at Rancho High in Las Vegas rushed for 1,213 
yards with 17 TD's as a senior. That followed a junior season in which he scored 15 times with 
1,108 yards on the ground to help the school to the Sunrise League title with a 9-2 record, The 
gifted runner further impressed scouts with a 169-yard rushing effort on only 14 carries ina post 
season all star game. He also had a track background as a prepster running the 100 meters 
and competing in the long jump. The Economics major at Colorado has always been a big 
proponent of education. He was amember in good standing of the ‘Academic Starters’ program 
atthe Bolder, CO school which rewarded those athletes who held a high grade point average. 
Mike and Tim Green took the time to show their dedication to education by posing in a Falcons 
uniform and graduation cap with the inscription, “The Most Important Head Gear You'll Ever 
Wear.” The posters were given to every schoolin the state of Georgia and the pair also cut public 
service spots.

Terry Ray's indoctrination into the NFL came quickly as he was asked to fill the shoes of the 
experienced Scott Case (torn pec muscle) in only the third week of the season against the 
Division rival Saints. He had five tackles in the physical contest and displayed the skills 
necessary to play the free safety position in the Falcons defense. Case returned to the starting 
lineup the next week at Chicago, but had to leave the game early and Terry stepped back in. 
He started the following week versus the Packers and continued to improve as the season 
progressed. Terry ended up with 30 tackles onthe year, witha recovered fumble vs. Green Bay. 
His top-tackle game came in the Chicago contest where he registered 8 tackles, while he 
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collared six stops in the first 49ers affair. Ray's extensive workout regimen in the offseason 
added 15 extra pounds of muscle to his frame. 


College 


Before his stellar career at Oklahoma was over, Ray would total the third most tackles ever by 
a Sooner defensive back with 188. The aggressive performer recorded 70 tackles in ‘89, which 
were the most by an OU DB since Falcons teammate Scott Case had 81 in ‘83, In addition, 
he had seven interceptions and 23 passes defensed in his Sooner career. The All-Big Eight 
honoree in ‘90 set a career high with 13 tackles (9 solos) against national power Colorado and 
Mike Pritchard as a junior. 


‘Notebook/Personal 


Terry's idol growing up was his big brother, Darrol, who played in the secondary for the New 
York Jets (1980-84). Ironically, his first NFL regular season experience last year was against 
those same Jets. After being born in Belgium, the Rays relocated to Texas where Terry earned 
his hard-hitting reputation in high school as the third-best defensive backin the state, according 
to one newspaper. He was also tabbed “perhaps the best one-on-one defender in the state.” 
Asasenior at Ellison High School in Killeen, Texas he intercepted four passes, rushed for 114 
yards, with four scores, returned eight punts for 138 yards and blocked six kicks. Terry followed 
in his brother Darrol's legacy and decided to enroll at Oklahoma. He was one of only four true 
freshmen to win a Sooner letter in his first year at the Norman campus. A communications 
major, Terry possesses better than average speed (4.49 in 40) fora playerat his position. Ray's 
father survived the shooting massacre in Killeen in November of '91. He married his college 
sweetheart, the former Marie Elizabeth Reeves, on April 2nd, Heisa self-proclaimed computer 
nerd who loves to play Sega Genesis, especially John Madden's football game. Any spare time 
is spent with his three Chows.

Last Season 


After breaking the NFL record for the most receptions by a wide receiver in the first three years 
of a career in ‘91, what was next for Andre Previn Rison to achieve? Simple question. All he 
did was go out last season and promptly break the record for the most catches in first four years 
ofa career with 308. In other words, he is the only player in NFL history to catch over 300 
passes in first four seasons in League. Rison also shattered his own team record for 
receptionsin a season by hauling in 93 for 1,121 yards, with 11 touchdowns, in earning his third 
straight trip to Hawaii, representing the NFC in the Pro Bowl. The second team Associated 
Press All-Pro started the season out slow due to a contract dispute that kept him out of camp. 
until he signed a supplementto his existing deal on Sept. 4. He dressed in street clothes forthe 
opener against the Jets as he made the adjustment to the outside receiver's slot opposite 
Michael Haynes, Andre caught only five passes for 53 yards combined versus the Redskins 
and Saints in the next two weeks. But he exploded at Chicago, grabbing 10 receptions for 177 
yards and a personal best three TD's, including an acrobatic 71-yard scoring bomb. The 177 
yards were also the highest single game output in his short but productive career. Showtime's 
other top games were at Miami (7-101), San Francisco (11-99), Los Angeles (8-99) and at SF 
(8-94). He also snared two TD's apiece in the victories over the Packers and Cardinals.

Rison and Jerry Rice are the ONLY players in the NFL to have THREE STRAIGHT YEARS 
of 80 or more catches and 10 or more TD's. Andre, Jerry and Michael Haynes are the only 
playersin the League with 20 or more TD receptions the last two seasons. He has earned three 
consecutive trips to the Pro Bowl as one of the League's elite wide receivers, posting 256 
receptions, 33 touchdowns, and 3,305 yards. In the last three years, "Day's" catches are the 
third most behind Rice & Jeffires at 264 and second most in terms of TD's to Rice's 37. The All- 
Rookie selection in 1989 became the third fastest wide receiver in NFL annals to catch 100 
passesashehitthe century markin24 League games. In Andre's firstseasoninablack Falcons 
uniform he fit into the Red Gun offense right away, winning NFC Offensive Player of the Month 
honors for October of 1990 (26-501-6 TD, 3 100-yard games). Rison was traded to Atlanta from 
Indianapolis along with T Chris Hinton and a #1 pick (used for WR Mike Pritchard) for the #1 
overall draft pick (QB Jeff George) prior to the ‘90 draft.

Andre's staggering numbers last year were even more eye popping when you consider he 
caught 88 passes in the last 13 games after a slow start which included sitting out the first 
game of the season on the Commissioners Exempt List. He could have been chasing Art 
Monk's NFL record of 106 receptions right along with Sterling Sharpe. Rison plays ina highly 
competitive pro-am summer basketball league prior to training camp each year to get in shape 
for the rigors of the football season. Some of his teammates include pro players like Glen Rice 
(Heat) and Jeff Grayer (Bucks) along with former All-America Roy Marble, Rison showed off 
his athletic ability by participating in the Footlocker SlamFest this year. Rison flew two of his 
biggest fans over with him to Hawaii in mother Merdice and younger brother Reggie. Showing 
his caring side he signed autographs and posed for pictures with kids at an Army base, then 
played in a charity basketball game (No Hope with Dope) while in the 50th state, Andre's 
gregarious and outgoing personality makes him a fan favorite and landed him a starring role 
in a national Hardees commercial that included other NFL players like Joe Jacoby, Mark 
Carrier, and Jeff George. The confident performer bluntly told his mother one day, “The Lord 
put me on earth to go pro!” He is an intense competitor who has never missed a game due to 
injury, although he has played with a variety of injuries.

Andre left Michigan State with a school record 146 receptions for 2,992 yards and 20 TD's. 
His record-breaking 1986 campaign established new MSU marks with an all-time season-best 
54 catches and 966 yards. Hes familiar to Georgia fans because he sliced through the Bulldog 
secondary for nine receptions for an eye-opening 252 yards with three scores in the Gator Bow! 
as a senior. He was at his best when facing the best as he boasted a 30.1 yards per catch 
average in three Bowl games. Rison's other top collegiate performance was an 11 catch, 196- 
yard receiving day against Indiana as a sophomore to set another mark. He accepted a 
scholarship to Michigan State so he could play basketball and he goton the hardwood for total 
of 24 games for the Spartans under coach Jud Heathcote.

He received his middle name, Previn, after the renowned 
pianistand composer and, ironically, he’s follwing the same musical pathas an aspiring singer 
and songwriter in his own right. The former No. 1 draft pick played eight different positions on 
the high school football field (WR, RB, OB, TE, S, CB, P, K) during his prep days and finished 
asan All-state punter and All-American defensive back. He was such an outstanding detender 
that he was named to Street & Smith Magazine's 10-Year All-Anniversary First Teamin ‘92. 
‘The outfielder and pitcher on a national title touring AAU team in Fairmont, West Virginia, Rison 
was also an excellent hoops player, The all-state point guard helped guide his Northwestern 
High School squad to a 55-1 record, setting the school assist mark with 636. He dished the ball 
out to such players as Jeff Grayer (Bucks) and Glen Rice (Heat). He even carried his love for 
basketball to the next level as he saw action in 24 games for Michigan State under Jud 
Heathcote, playing alongside Steve Smith (Miami Heat) and Scott Skiles (Orlando Magic). 
Rison recently purchased a 15,000 square-foot home at the Country Club of the South which 
ieatures 7 bedrooms, 6 fireplaces, a game room, and a 24-track recording studio. Needless to 
say, there's plenty of parking space for his 6 cars and 2 trucks.

In addition, his two-sport journey from Pittsburgh to Miami and back to Pittsburgh was voted 
the second-best story of the year, just behind the Bravesreturning tothe World Series, Sanders’ 
list of post season honors mounted this year when he was tabbed to the prestigious AllsMadden 
Teamor the first time. He received his “Prime Time" nickname from Bears CB Richard Fain 
in high school after his dunking exploits in a basketball game. The civic-minded performer 
presented the United Way with a check for $10,000 n'91,, the largest amount of money donated 
to charity by an Atlanta athlete ever, At Super Bowl XXVII in Pasadena, CA., Deion donated 
his time with friend Hammer for a children’s clinic at the site of NFL Experience. He also takes 
timetospeakto kids at schools throughout the Atlanta area and (he southeast with his anti-drug, 
stayin school message. Deion even flew to Nashville, Tennessee to address 5,000 youngsters 
ata statewide Governors Conference for a Drug Free Tennessee. He was honored during the 
off-season inhis hometown of Ft. Myers, Florida that a helda "Deion Sanders Day." He returned 
during spring training with the Braves and led a march through downtown against drug abuse 
and crime. 


Pro Baseball Career 


Deion began '92 as the Braves' leadoff hitter. He had a 14-game hitting streak (24-59, 407) 
from April 7 to April 20 which included six triples, four doubles, a homer, and four stolen bases. 

His early feats even landed him on the cover of Sports illustrated. He became the first player 
in Major League history to lead the league in triples despite playing in under 100 gameswhen 
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he finished with 14. Deion ended up with a .304 BA, a .495 slugging %, 6 HR's, 28 RBI's, and 
26 thefts, in 97 games. In the World Series, he was the Braves best hitter with a.538 BA (8 
for 15), andhis six steals tied a record with Otis Nixon fora six-game series. Sanders spurned 
an offer from the Kansas City Royals ($75,000) after being drafted out of high school to attend 
Florida State ona football scholarship. He was selected again by the New York Yankeesin 1988 
on the 30th round in the free agent draft. He was released by New York on Sept. 26 and he 
signed a minor league contract with the Atlanta Braves on Jan. 30 ,1991, expressing a desire 
to play two pro sports in the same city. He earned an opening day start in left field against the 
Dodgers, hitting leadoff, to become the first player to play baseball and football on the same 
field since 1945, when Steve Filipowicz performed as an outfielder for the New York Giants and 
tunning back for the football Giants at the Polo Grounds. He also became the first pro athlete 
to play two sports for teamsin the same city since Gene Conley played for the 1960-61 Boston 
Celtics and pitched for the 1961 Boston Red Sox. 


College 


One of the most celebrated athletes to come out of college in years, Delon lived up to his billing 
by winning the Jim Thorpe Award as the nation’s best defensive back. The two-time All- 
America paced the country in punt returns with an average of 15.2. as a senior and established 
school records with 1,429 yards and 287 interception return yardage. Sanders collected six 
touchdowns in his career off returns (three by thefts and three by punts) and registered 14 
lifetime pickoffs. “Prime Time” also showed off his 4.27 40 speed as a track sprinter, qualifying 
for the Olympic Trials, and on the baseball diamond, where the outfielder was a member of 
a College World Series team. One of the most famous stories concerning Deion’s versatility 
incollege came when he played in a Metro Conference baseball game one day, ranto the track 
to run a leg with the 400 meter relay team (while wearing his baseball pants), then returned in 
time to slap the game-winning hit in the Seminoles second tournament game. Sanders was 
never on the losing end of four Bow! games in his career in Tallahassee. 


Personal 


‘As you can imagine, Deion Luwynn Sanders was quite an athlete as a youth in Ft. Myers, 
Florida. He was part of a national championship pop warner team, the Rebels, while also 
competing in any other sport he could, including basketball and baseball. At North Ft, Myers 
High School, the left-handed option quarterback passed for 839 yards during his senior 
campaign and ran for 499 more yards, including a career high of 133 in one game. Of course, 
he also picked off four passes when they threw his way in the secondary playing both ways for 
the Red Knights. He showed his versatility at a young age by being namedto Florida's all-state 
teams in basketball (averaging 24 points a contest) and baseball. He added another sport to. 
his resumé in college, when he was named the Metro Conference's Most Valuable Performer 
for winning the individual 100 and 200 meter crown in his first season of track. He was also part 
of a formidable 4x100 relay team along with NFLers Sammie Smith, Dexter Carter and world 
class runner Arthur Blake. His mother, Constance Knight, is his closest confidant and biggest 
fan. He bought her a brand new house with the earings from his first pro contract. To no one's 
surprise, Deion's heroes growing up were excellent athletes in their own right: Julius Erving, 
OW. Simpson, Lynn Swann, Walter Payton and Hank Aaron. On the speaking circuit, he 
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provides kids with a good example by practicing what he preaches by not smoking, 
drinking or doing drugs. The light of his life is his three-year-old daughter Diondra.

Last Season 


In Tony's initial season in the NFL he finished second on the club with 329 rushing yards, with 
two touchdowns, His 3.8 rushing average was also second behind only Steve Broussard's 4.3, 
On the Falcons first play from scrimmage in the regular season opener at the Georgia Dome, 
Tony gained 32 yards. It was the longest run by a Falcons back all season. He ended up 
with 40 yards on only three carries in his pro debut against the Jets. Smith's 81 yards on just 
101otes in the win over the Patriots was his best of the season and included a 29 yard TD jaunt. 
He was also a threat as a returner piling up 172 yards on seven kickoffs and 155 more on 16 
punts. His longest returns on the year came versus the Rams in Week 9 with a 60 yard KOR 
anda465 yard PR, Tony also recorded a 38 yard KOR vs. 49ers and a 30 yard PR vs. Patriots. 
His best overall output of the year was a 163 all purpose day (58 rush, 105 returns) in that 
victory over the Rams followed by 156 yards combined against the Patriots (81 rush, 75 PR) 
Tony's first NFL TD came in that Patriot's game when he put the Falcons on the scoreboard 
with a two yard burst into the end zone in the first quarter. Smith's rookie year of promise was 
also marked by a series of lingering injuries. During the season he injured both ankles, right 
knee, ribs, groin, elbow and hip before ending his ‘92 campaign on Injured Reserve with a 
medial collateral sprain of that right knee on December 22.

Explosive Tony averaged 110 yards per game as a senior and averaged 5.1 yards every time 
he carried the ball for Southern Mississippi. The dangerous returner scored two touchdowns 
each via punts and kickoffs while holding a 26.6 KOR and 12.1 PR career averages. His 
impressive college resumé included long touchdown runs of 81 yards (rushing), 82, 80 
(kickoffs), and 63 and 45 (punt). By the time the talented runner's Golden Eagle career was 
over, he accounted for 3,887 all-purpose yards with 17 TD's. Smith ended his college career 
by winning the MVP award for his outstanding play at the Senior Bowl with 72 yards on 12 
carries. 


Notebook 


Terrific Tony's senior seasonin college was so successful that he actually averaged more yards 
per game (164.6) than Desmond Howard (159.0), who captured the Heisman Trophy as the 
top collegiate player in the land. Smith became only the fourth player ever in Southern Miss 
history and the first since Louis Lipps of the Steelers in ‘84 to be selected in the 1st round of 
the NFL draft. On the strength of his senior season, he was the second running back chosen 
inthe entire draftbehind Tommy Vardell of Stanford who was chosen by Cleveland Brownswith 
the ninth pick. The Falcons, ironically, used the draft choice they obtained by trading another 
Southern Miss product, Brett Favre, to the Packers in order to select Smith. He joined other 
prominent USM players in the pros like Ray Guy and Hanford Dixon. 


Personal 


Tony was born in Chicago, Illinois but reared in Vicksburg, Mississippi by James and Vera 
Patterson. Ata big draft day party, which included 40 friends, relatives and media, the usually 
stoic Smith literally cried when he was picked by the Falcons. It was al Warren Central High 
where the All-State back first flashed his nifty open field running skills. He dazzled with a 99- 
yard puntreturn anda 78-yarder as aprep. Tony hastwo brothers, J.J. Patterson, 18, and Justin 
Patterson, 11.

Jesse Solomon was a key waiver pick-up on Sept. 1 as he earned a starting linebacker spot 
in 14 games for the Falcons, while seeing time in all 16 games. Solomon finished 3rd on his 
new club with 147 tackles, tied for 2nd in QB sacks with 4.5, 5th in QB pressures with 10, and 
also had one interception to his totals. He tied his NFL career high with 17 tackles in Week 2 
at Washington. Jesse tallied 16 stops vs Dallas, 15 vs Saints, and 13.vs 49ers, with a 1/2 sack. 
He also chipped in with 10 tackles, with a 6-yard QB sack, at Chicago and 9 stops, with an 
interception at Buffalo. 


Pro Careet 


Solomon is playing for his fourth NFL team after coming over from a one-year stint with the 
Buccaneers. He began his career in Minnesota in 1986, starting 34 games for the Vikings in 
four seasons. He was part of the six player deal that brought Herschel Walker to the Vikings 
from the Cowboys in ‘89. After four games ina Minnesota uniform, he switched to the Cowboys 
colors and played in 11 games, with 43 tackles. A contract dispute relegated him to spot duty 
after he missed the first seven games of the year in '90. He was traded to the New England 
Patriots on Sept. 17, 1991, but a day later was dealt to the Bucs. He had 15 tackles in his initial 
game in Tampa Bay and went on to start the season's final 12 games and established a then 
personal-best of 128 tackles. With four more games played, Jesse will run his NFL total to 100 
games. He has 685 lifetime tackles and two touchdowns off interceptions. 


‘Year-by-Year- 


1991: He averaged 9.8 tackles per contest as a middle linebacker in the Bucs 4-3 defense, 
He ended up second behind Broderick Thomas with the second best season of his pro career 
with 128 stops.

Once again, Billy Joe stepped in when needed and aided the Falcons’ cause. When Chris Miller 
was felled with a knee injury against the Rams in Week 9, Tolliver took control of the helm and 
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— 


led the birds to a come-from-behind victory. He completed 6 of 11 passes for 86 yards and 
connected with Michael Haynes with the game winning touchdown from 13 yards out, with 
just over two minutes remaining, to claim the 30-28 victory. His first stint of the year came at 
San Francisco in Week 7, relieving Miller with 5 out of 10 completions for 60 yards. Billy Joe 
passed the Falcons to a 34-0 blanking of the Patriots with a 9 for 18 performance for 107 
yards and two TD's en route toa 24-0 showingat halftime. ‘Shotgun’ also helped to gun down 
the Cardinals in Week 11 with a 16 of 24 passing day for 209 yards and two scores in the 20- 
17 decision. For the year, Billy Joe started five out of his nine games played and completed 
73 of 131 passes (56%) for 787 yards, with five TD's, and five interceptions. He enters ‘93 with 
an aclive streak of 56 consecutive passes without an interception, last throwing one in the first 
quarter at Buffalo in Week 12. 


Pro Career 


The 27-year-old signal caller has started 26 NFL games in four seasons. He switched from the 
west coast to the Atlantic coast when he was traded by San Diego to Atlanta three days prior 
tothe season opener in'91 (fora Sth round draft choice), As a Charger, he had a350-yard (24- 
39) day against Washington, with a pair of TD's, and a 305-yard (22-48) effort versus Denver 
inhis rookie season, He ended up completing 89 of his 185 attempts for 1,097 yards and five 
TD's in {ive starts in '89, His sophomore campaign included 14 starts, 2,574 passing yards, 16 
TD's, and 216 completions. Billy Joe's second season as a pro also saw him go through a 
stretch where he completed 140 straight passes without apickin'90, the second longest streak 
in team history (next to Dan Fouts’ mark of 168). A broken collarbone in the preseason finale 
cut short his debut until Oct, 21, 1989, Billy Joe has three career 300-yard games, six games 
with 20 or more completions, and 10 games with two TD's passing. 


Notebook 


Tolliver was the third quarterback selected in the ‘89 draft following Troy Aikman and Mike 
Elkins, The Chargers coveted him so much that they traded away third, fourth, and seventh 
round picks to the Giants for the right to take him. The first time he played in a pro game he 
started (coming off Injured Reserve) against the Redskins on Oot, 29, 1989. He threw for the 
4th highest total ever by a rookie in that game, with 350 yards through the air (only Troy Aikman, 
379, Kelly Stouffer, 370, and Vinny Testaverde, 369, tossed more). Billy Joe followed up that 
effort by being the only QB to rack up 300 yards ona Denver defense (#3 in NFL) forthe season. 
The freckle faced, red haired, hard throwing Texan is known as “Shotgun” to the folks of Boyd, 
Texas (pop. 1,189). 


College 


Big Billy Joe holds just about every passing record at Texas Tech, including completions with 
493, touchdowns with 38, yards with 6,756 and attempts with 1,007. The All-Southwest 
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Conference honoree eared the starting spot as a freshman and played for three differenthead 
coaches in his time at the Lubbock, Texas school. As a senior, he threw for 2,869 yards and 
20 TD's. He showed Red Raider fans he was something special in his first collegiate start as 
he seta conference record with 422 yards against TCU. He finished his college career the way 
it began, by throwing for 456 yards versus Oklahoma State. 


Personal 


The ode to Billy Joe is still a proud subject when you talk sports to the people in his home town 
of Boyd, Texas (Boyd has one traffic light, one hamburger stand, one police officer, and one 
doctor). After all, he led the Yellowjackets of Boyd High Schoolio the 83 Texas state Class AA 
championship. His nameis still the first one acknowledged on abillboard hailing the champions. 
Tolliver's antics are legendary in the town. They began as early as the fourth grade when he 
began driving the family’s ‘66 Ford pickup truck, and they continued on as the quarterback, 
kicker and punter gamered the Forth Worth Star Telegram’s Player of the Year honors. The 
fireballer used his 92 m.p.h. fastball to toss 14 no-hitters in going 16-4 for the baseball team. 
Off the gridiron, BJ. concentrates on perfecting his golf swing whenever the opportunity 
Presents itself (rain or shine). He and his wife Sheila have a son named Austin and a daughter 
named Mackenzie.

Last Season 


Jessie Tuggle’s struggle for recognition ended in dramatic fashion when he was voted by his 
peers to be a starter at ILB at the Pro Bowl for the first time in his career. Although he had 
been recognized by several magazines and newspapers around the country in previous years, 
his ascension to Pro Bowl level by his fellow players meant he had achieved the ultimate goal. 
Tuggle had another typical season as he led the team in tackles (for a 4th consecutive year) 
with 193 and finished with a sack, 6 QB pressures, an interception and a forced fumble. In 
addition, he returned a Morten Andersen fumble on a failed field goal 69 yards for a touchdown 
toclose the gap to 9-7 in the nationally televised Saints game. Jessie reached Pro Bow! status 
last year despite an early setback. After a team-leading 10 tackles in the opener against the 
Jets, he contracted (non-bacterial) viral meningitis, sidelining him in Piedmont Hospital for the 
Redskins contest. Not surprising to those who know his toughness, he returned to the lineup 
the next weekend versus the Saints (recording team-best 13), but had dropped 10 pounds in 
the process. For the year, the consistent Tuggle registered 10 or more tackles in all 15 games, 
apersonal-high. His best games came against the Cowboys, 49ers, and Saints with 16 tackles 
apiece. He also collared 15 stops at Chicago, 14 in the re-match with the Niners, and had 5 
games with 13 tackles. 


Pro Career 


The two-time NFL tackling leader (1990-91) heads into his seventh season with a string of 19 
consecutive games where he has recorded at least 10 tackles per game. He had played 
in 75 consecutive games over five seasons prior to missing the Washington contest in Week 
2 last year. Tuggle has paced the club in tackles for four straight seasons now and is the only 
Falcons player in team history to register over 200 tackles in a season in consecutive years 
(1990-91). He has the most solo tackles of any Falcons player over the five seasons (467) and 
has averaged on eye popping 10.1 stops every time he's stepped onto the field. 
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Year-by-Year 


1991: Heled the NFLin tackles again by posting a career-high 207 in being named to Sports 
Iustrated’s All-Pro team, Jessie was named NFC Defensive Player of the Month of December 
with his 49 tackles, 1 FR, and his first NFL theft. He continued his ‘Hammer’-ing of opponents 
inthe playoffs with a team-high 31 total stops. His top efforts were a 22 tackle day (second-most 
ever) vs NO and 19 stops at Dallas. His busy season also included an 18-yard fumble return 
for a TD against the Raiders, 


1990: Jessie led the NFLin tackles withathen personal best of 201 as he helped the Falcons 
record the lowest per rush average in the League at 3.3. He was the first Falcon to total over 
200 stops since Buddy Curry's 229 in 1983. Tuggle was second on the club with 5 QB sacks 
and finsihed in double digits in tackles 11 times. His 24 tackles set a personal high against the 
Bengals and included a streak of 10+ tackle efforts in eight consecutive weeks, 


1989: Inhisfirstfull season as a starter, he collared a club-high 183 stops trom the inside and 
paced the team in tackles in 10 out of 16 games. 


1988; He developed a repulation around the League by dealing out vicious blows in a 
sophomore campaign that included his first 100-plus tackle season. Jessie started 8 out of his 
16 games played and recovered a fumbled punt return for his first NFL TD at the Rams, while 
chipping in with 17 tackles and a blocked field goal. 


1987: Asa rookie, young Jessie played in 12 games, with four starts, and impressed with 
plenty of hard hits. He made the roster as a free agent after a strong camp.

When Jessie crossed the goal line from 69 yards out with a Morten Andersen fumble recovery 
in the Superdome in Week 14, little did he know he also crossed into the NFL record book. 
Tuggle placed his name in the history books for most career touchdowns with an 
opponent's recovered fumble with four. ifitwasn'tfora conversation between then Valdosta 
State head coach Mike Cavan and a Falcons assistant coach atan off-season banquet, Jessie 
may never have found his way to the Suwanee practice fields. The Falcons liked what they 
heard and Tuggle received an invite to their ‘87 training camp and he has never looked back. 
Hebelieves in giving something back to the community, and he did just that as he wrote a check 
for $25,000 to his alma mater to set up a new scholarship fund. In return for his kindness, 
Valdosta State named their weight room in his honor (the school's athletes now work out at the 
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“Jessie Tuggle Strength and Fitness Complex’). Nicknamed ‘Hammer’ for his ability ta punish 
opponents, he is an invaluable cog in the Falcons defense as he plays the role of designated 
signal-caller and full time backer. Unlike most NFL backers in this age of specialization, Tuggle 
stays on the field all the time, regardless of the situation. Jessie prefers to let his actions speak 
the loudest, but admiring opponents have enough to say about the 5-11 hitting machine. ‘Our 
coaching staffand players have a tremendous amount ofrespeet for Tuggle, "said Saints coach 
Jim Mora. ‘He's a heck of a player and a heck of a competitor."CBS analyst and former NFL 
head coach John Madden echoes those sentiments. ‘He has good instincts and a good feel 
forthe game. He's a very smartplayerand he really hasa nose for the football." Jessie became 
the second Falcons linebacker (and the first since Tommy Nobis’ selection in 1972) to 
earn a spot in the Pro Bowl. 


College 


Jessie received the ultimate compliment when his #88 jersey was retired from Valdosta Stale 
last year, He left as the Blazers record holder with 340 tackles. A Gulf South Conference 
selection for three years, Jessie helped guide his team to a 9-2 mark as a senior as he ended 
upafine collegiate career with 129 tackles (nearly double as many as any player on the roster). 
A four-year starter, he was the conference's Defensive Player of the Year. 


Personal 


Jessie Floyd, Jr. isthe middle child of six kids of Jessie Floyd, Sr, and Ada Tuggle from Spalding, 
Georgia. He was the team’s MVP as a senior at Griffin High School and he also performed on 
theschool's baseballteam. He realizeda childhood dream by playing for his hometown Falcons 
aS he grew up, went to high schaol and collage in the Peach State. Jessie and his younger 
brother Michael are the football players in the family, while older brothers, Frank (Army) and 
Ray (Marines) chose military careers, Tuggle is one of the strongest players on the club (with 
500 pound bench press) and has been a dedicated weight lifter since his high school days, 
“He just lived in the weight room and he enjoyed it and was always self motivated,” said his 
former high school coach Lloyd Bohannon. His weightlifting hobby is the reason forhis massive 
Upper torso, which has elicited another nickname of ‘The Body’ by his fellow teammates after 
the famous wrestler (Jesse “The Body" Ventura). Jessie, along with Scolt Case and Moe 
Gardner, helped raise more than $30,000 to aid Saint Joseph's Mercy Care and help the cy's 
Medically underserved. The trio and their Wives Were the spokespersons for a project which 
brought in pledges (from 25 cents to $100) for every QB sack by the defense. Tuggle also 
traveled to Nashville, TN in the off-season to be a featured speaker in front of 5,000 youngsters 
in the state on behalf of the G.B.I. at the Governors Conference fora Drug Free Tennessee. 
Jessie's wile, Dujuan, is the newly elected president of the community active group, the Falcons 
Player's Wives Association, The couple just welcomed a new child to the Tuggle family, 
daughter Jessica Dujuan. They live in Alpharetta, GA. with their son Justin.

Big Bob served his first NFL apprenticeship under two of the League's best tackles in Mike Kenn 
and Chris Hinton. The experienced tandem boasts 12 Pro Bowl's between them and the pair 
proved to be excellent teachers to a young Whitfield. The former #1 pick played in 11 games 
forthe Falcons during his rookie season with mast of his time coming on specialteams. Butafter 
Mike Kenn’s early knee problems forced him from the Saints game after only three plays, Bob 
‘took over in his first extensive action lining up against perennial sack specialist Pat Swilling. 
Whitfield didn’tback down though and lived up to his billing as the nation's top offensive lineman 
coming out of the ‘92 draft by shutting down Swiliing without a sack the entire game (36 plays). 
Bob's other action in the Falcons trenches came against the Rams (47 plays), Cowboys (25), 
Patriots (18), Bucs (16), and the 49ers (15), giving him 157 snaps from scrimmage in his 
rookie campaign.

When Whitfield was taken in the first round he became only the fifth lineman in the Falcons 
27-year history to be selected with a#1 pick. Heis in select company as George Kunz ('69), 
Mike Kenn ('78) and Bill Fralic ('85) all went on to be voted to play in the Pro Bowl, while Warren 
Bryant ('77) was a starter on three Playoff teams. Even though Bob enters his second NFL 
season, he will only be 22 years-old midway through the ‘93 campaign. Born in 1971, he 
entered the draft as a 20-year-old junior. When Vikings Head Coach Dennis Green was hired 
as the new boss at Stanford the first person he called was a coveted prized recruit named Bob 
Whitfield. (Green didn't even call his own wife first!) He was the highest Stanford player drafted 
(8th overall) since John Elway was the No. 1 selection by the Baltimore Colts in ‘83. He was 
@ soothsayer, of sorts, a week before the draft as he joked to reporters that the Falcons were 
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going to trade away Deion Sanders to be able to draft him. Coming out of the drafi he was 
drawing comparisons to ex-PAC 10 great Anthony Munoz.

‘The consensus junior All-American tackle led the Cardinal to an 8-3 record and a Bow! bid in 
his final season at Stanford. A starter forthree seasons, Bob was a two-time finalist forthe Vince 
Lombardi Award and also a nominee for the Outland Trophy as the best linemen in college 
football. During his final season, the 290 pounder bulldozed holes for “Touchdown” Tommy 
Vardell, helping Stanford post big victories over top 20 teams like Colorado and UCLA, while 
the offense averaged almost 400 yards and 32 points a game: In his sophomore season, 
Whitfield garnered second team All-America honors and All-PAC 10 accolades by nol allowing 
a sack all season for a unit that averaged 384 yards per outing. He was the only sophomore 
nominated forthe Outland Trophy out of the 14 finalists. He was afforded firstteam freshman 
NCAA All-America honors as a 17-year-old starter.

The Gatorade Circle of Champions State of California Player of the Year in 1988, Bob hails 
from the rugged south side of Los Angeles. His older brother made sure he didn't follow in his 
footsteps by getting involved in a gang. “Even if you can bench-press 5,000 pounds you're still 
afraid of your older brother,” said Bob respectiully. A prankster in the locker room, the 
flamboyant and quick witted performer is also known for his lively quotes. During a draft-day 
press conference he was asked about an earthquake earlierin the afternoon; he quipped: ‘That 
wasn't an earthquake. That was just me running down the hall after | got drafted!” Bob is 
sensitive to the neighborhood he grew up in, and he worked on a program for underprivileged 
children in the crime area of East Menlo Park in East Palo Alto during his days at Stantord. His 
mother, Eartha, is his biggest fan and she had a car load of supporters with her when the birds 
played the Rams in the season finale last year. She stemly claims that Bob will get his 
Economics degree from Stanford before long. Eartha was instrumental to Whitfield spurning 
offers from such schools as Notre Dame, Michigan and Miami to stay closer to home. A fast 
learner, it wasn't until the 9th grade at Banning High School in Carson, CA. that Bob picked up 
the sport of football. He guided his prep team to an 11-3 record and a berth in the city of Los 
Angeles finals. At the same time, he was an honor roll student in the class room.

The highest rated offensive lineman in the 1993 draft by most scouts and reviewers, Lincoln 
Kennedy was the second lineman taken after Willie Roaf (of Louisiana Tech) who was selected 
a spot ahead of him. A surprisingly quick and agile performer for a player of his size (‘He has 
the movement of a 240 pounder,” said Washington Coach Don James), Kennedy was a 
unanimous All-American last year anda first team All-PAC-10 selection. A finalist for both the 
Outland Trophy and Lombardi Award, the physically imposing competitor averaged six 
knockdown blocks for a Huskies offense that scored a PAC-10 high 306 points during 
his senior season. The mammoth presence in the Washington trenches helped his school to 
a #1 ranking throughout the year and a berth in the prestigious Rose Bowl. He started four 
games at guard and four at tackle as a sophomore before anchoring the Huskie line in every 
game the past two seasons at left tackle as the school posted an incredible 31-4 record over 
three years. Kennedy was a dominant drive blocker in the collegiate ranks, using his long arms 
to hold off opposing pass rushers, and was a huge reason the Huskies were able to capture 
the National Championship in 1991 with a perfect 12-0 mark. He was awarded the Morris 
‘Trophy as the top lineman in the PAC-10 following the ‘91 season and owns two Rose Bowl 
championship winning rings.

1992: He started every contest for Coach Don James and received a grade of 89% for 
blocking consistency for the 9-2 Rose Bowl bound Huskies. The team co-captain delivered 
apunishing downfield block that wiped out three deienders on a 60-yard touchdown run by Billy 
Joe Hobert to help the offense rack up 455 yards in a 27-10 victory over Wisconsin. He 
pancaked DT John Parrella to clear out room for a one-yard TD plunge by Beno Bryant to cap 
off his seven knockdown day in a big 29-14 win over Nebraska. Kennedy also showed his 
athleticism by cleaning out half of the defensive line with a perfectly timed roll block as. 
QB Mark Brunell scored from three yards out in a defeat of Pacific. He opened holes for Huskie 
backs to gain 299 yards against Pacific and 267 versus California. 
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1991; An All-PAC 10 Conference first teamer, the powerful junior assumed the weakside 
(leit) tackle position and played a major role as Washington was second in the country in 
scoring at 49.1 per game and 6th in Total Offense at 471.9 yards a contest, The undefeated 
Huskies capped off their season with a 34-14 trouncing of Michigan in the Rose Bowl to claim 
a share of the National title (with Miami getting the nod in AP voting) thanks to the timely big 
hits from Kennedy. He was such a dominating presence that he was afforded Player of the 
Week accolades by his teammates TWICE out of 12 games, with a top ranked defense that 
included the likes of eventual NFL #1 draft pick Steve Emtman. His devastating block forced 
two Kansas State players to the sidelines as they totaled 478 yards in a 56-3 win. Kennedy's 
bulldozing blocks were also witnessed first hand by Nebraska as he finished with six 
knockdowns, oneto spring QB Billy Joe Hobert for a9-yard scoring jaunt, asthe Huskies gained 
618 yards, the most surrendered by a Cornhusker team since 1950, He also helped move the 
pile for the offense to collect 474 yards vs. Oregon State. 


1990: The aspiring sophomore excelled in only his second season on the offensive side of 
the ball, He eared his first ever starting assignment at left guard against USC, He started the 
following four weeks at that position before switching to right tackle against Stanford. Lincoln 
saw action the next three games to total eight starts in his first experience on the O-line and it 
was good enough for him to be voted as a second team All-PAC 10 choice. He gamered “big 
hit" weekly honors for his efforts against Oregon, Arizana and California. In the dismantling of 
Cal, he punched holes in the Bears defense so the offense could muster 396 rushing yards and 
597 total yards, He earned his first Rose Bowl ring by helping Washington defeat lowa 46-34.

His first collegiate start 
at left quard in the third week of his sophomore season belied his future stardom and proved 
he was something special, Lincoln lined up against a perennial powerhouse at tradition-rich 
Southern Californiaandhe didn'tback down ashe collected a pair of key hits ona 1-yard scoring 
tun anda 67-yard reception by tailback Greg Lewis in 231-0 shutout of the Trojans. Kennedy 
and the rest of the line were awarded Players of the Game honors for their dominating efforts. 
{tseems odd that his college positions were actually listed as weak side tackle and weak side 
quard (on the left side of the line) because there's certainly nothing weak about this strong 6'6", 
335 pounder. Lincoln had the fortunate or unfortunate task, depending on your perspective, of 
practicing each day against the NFL's #1 overall dratt pick in '92and ex-Huskie teammate DL 
Steve Emtman. ‘Little Linc” (as his mother calls him) thought about coming out as a junior last 
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year but when asked why he didn’t at his press conference in Suwanee, he simply said two 
words: “Bob Whitfield.” Whitfield was rated ahead of Kennedy which would have meant that his 
first round draft position would have been several places lower had he decided to leave school 
early. Now, the powerful pair, who were the two highest rated linemen in the last two drafts, will 
be teamed together on the same line! His personable and gregarious nature are genuine. "/ 
don't want people to think there's two sides to me, "he said. *! get along with everybody and 
anybody.

Tamerlane Lincoln Kennedy was born on President Abraham's birthday on Feb. 2, 1971 in 
York, PA. His father, T.F. Kennedy, Sr. served over in the Middle East during Operation Desert 
‘Storm last winter, while his mother, Hope, is an accountant. A highly recruited two-way star at 
Morse High School in San Diego, he was an honorable mention All-America by USA Todayas 
well as all-state (LA Times), Super Prep All-America and all-Far West selection as a senior. 
Besides manning the offensive line, the three-year letterwinner registered 75 tackles and seven 
sacks as a defensive lineman. He even returned a fumble for a touchdown his last year as a 
prepster, He showed off his athletic ability by also starring on the basketball team (who would 
wantto draw a charging foul?) and on the track team. An extremely articulate and bright person, 
Kennedy received his degree in Speech & Drama in May. He played a chain-smoking 
teacher inaschoolplay called, ‘Life ofthe Party. "He takes academics so seriously thathe made 
a deal with his 14-year-old sister, Nykya, that if she maintains a 3.0 GPA throughout her high 
school career he'll present her with a check for $30,000 to be used for college. He also plans 
to buy his mother a new home with his eamings from his first pro contract. Considered a gentle 
giant because of his congenial disposition, this self-proclaimed “people person” was the 
Huskies’ most popular player last year by a wide margin, according to the Seattle Post-

The fierce hitting All-Big 10 first team strong safety spearheaded the Ohio State secondary to 
become the second safety taken in the draft after Patrick Bates of Texas A & M. Harper started 
every game the past two years for the Bowl bound Buckeyes, collecting 118 tackles and 
seven interceptions. Seventy-five out of his 118 tackles were solo stops, He was the recipient 
of the Amie Chonko Award as the team's best defensive back as a junior, where he paced the 
team with four interceptions and plenty of intimidating hits. The big (6'2", 223 Ibs) and swift (4.5 
in 40) defender is considered a physical open field tackler, with superb range, who plays strong 
against the run. With these traits, Roger should feel at home in the Falcons Black Wave unit, 
which relies on an active strong safety as one of the keys to the success of their defense. Roger 
decided to forgo his senior season and enter the NFL draft early.

The kicking feats of Harold Alexander were so respected that he was compared to 7-time Pro 
Bowler Ray Guy of the Raiders as one of the finest punters ever in college. The powerful 6'2", 
224 pounder with excellent high kick extension set an NCAA Division I-AA season record 
with a 46.7 average in ‘91. He also became the second player in the history of Division I-AA to 
lead the nation in punting two straight seasons, finishing with a 44.1 average last year. 
Alexander (The Great) established some amazing stats throughout his college days like 
recording 67 punts over 50 yards and dropping 95 punts inside the 20-yard line. The two-time 
All-America and All-Southern Conference honoree ended his outstanding college career with 
280 punts for 11,963 yards for a 42.7 lifetime average to etch his name in the school record 
books for game, season, and career marks. Another distinguished accomplishment was that 
he never hada punt blocked in his college career. His long kicks included bombs of 78 and 
77 yards with a single season high of 29 punts over 50 yards in'91. Harold's best single game 
saw him boot the leather for an average of 55.7 yards on 6 tries with longs of 78, 61, and 55 
yards versus The Citadel in ‘92. He came close to that average with a 55.5 mark, setting a 
Conference game record with 8 punts for 444 yards, including boots of 77, 67, 58, 54, 52. and 
51 yards, in a 1991 contest with Marshall. His seven kicks over 50 yards in that game also set 
a school mark and earned him Southern Conference Player of the Week accolades. 


‘Year-by-Year 
1992: The consensus All-America punted 62 times for 2,733 yards, with 19 kicks inside the 
20 and 17 over 50 yards, He launched 10 punts for 418 yards vs Wake Forest, averaged 48.7 
yards vs East Tennessee State, and registered longs of 52, 51 and 50 yards vs North Carolina 
State. In a clash with Furman he averaged 48.3 yards on three punts with a 63-yarder and 
boasted averages of 46.3 against James Madison and 45.6 against VMI. 


1991: Another All-American season saw him boom 72 punts for a career-best 3,363 yards 
and an NCAA record 46.7 average. He was the fifth player in conference history to lead the 
nation in punting and his record breaking performance bested the 45.9 mark of Case de Bruijn 
of Idaho State in 1981. Besides his conference best 55.5-yard average against Marshall, he 
also enjoyed fine days against Furman (50.3), James Madison (50.3), and Wake Forest (44.7). 
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Included in some of his “big' booms of 29 punts over 50 yards were longs of 78, 77, 69, 68, 60, 
59, 57, 56, 55 and 54 yards, to name only a few. 


1990: The All-Conference pick booted 74 times for 3,030 yards, with 13 kicks over 50 yards 
and 27 downed inside the 20, Harold averaged 48.5 yards on 8 attempts, with a 60-yarder vs. 
Furman, had a 44.4 mark on 5 tries with a long of 53 vs, Wake Forest, and punted 10 times for 
418 yards, with a 58-yard long vs. Marshall, 


1989: The freshman came on the college scene to record eight kicks over 50 yards, out of 
72 punts for 2,837 yards. He had a 61-yarder against Wake Forest and boasted a 48.3 average 
with a52-yarder versus Tennessee-Chattanooga. Alexander also carrieda 44.2 avg. inabattle 
with Middle Tennessee State,

Alexander became the highest drafted punter the Falcons have ever picked and just the sixth 
drafted overall, (Mike Horan was previous highest chosen on the ninth round in 1982,) Draft 
guru Ken Herack has witnessed past success with drafting a punter that he thought could play 
in this League. When Herock was with the Raiders, they tabbed unknown Ray Guy from 
unheralded Southern Mississippi with a first round pick in 1973. Guy, of course, is Known as 
possibly the best punter to ever lace up a palr of cleats, as he went on to play in 7 Pro Bowls, 
while leading the NFL in punting three times. Harold's kicking style andimpressive college stats 
have drawn comparisions to Guy. Herock’s evaluation of the former NCAA leaders talents were 
echoed by the Redskins who had worked out Harold again two days before the draft and had 
called to say THEY were going to take Alexander with their 3rd round pick (but the Falcons beat 
them to the pick), The Falcons’ selection ofa kicker with the 11th choice in the 3rd round started 
a trend as Denver made a move (K Jason Elam-14th), then Washington took their second 
choice (P Ed Bunn-24th) tofilltheirneeds. Harold's impacton the program at Appalachian State 
intiny Boone, North Carolina was evident as he was depicted on the front of the school's media 
guide for 1991 and 1992. The Moutaineers knew he was going to be a top knotch competitor 
asa freshman when he cooly dropped 8 out of his 12 total punts inside the 12-yard line to win 
Southern Conference Freshman of the Week honors against Wake Forest in ‘89,

Harold was an all-state of South Carolina punter during his 9-3 senior year at Pickens High 
‘School with an average of 42.6. Harold's never been to an NFL game before, so his first one 
will be the one he punts in this summer. He also earned a letter in baseball as a prepster. The

Ron will play for his second 
team nicknamed, Falcons, after starting his college career with the Falcons of the Air Force 
Academy asa 165 pound cornerback. He was set to be the Academy's featured "Falcon-back” 
{combination OLB/SS) in'89 before making a career decision. After deciding that there's more 
to college than merely just surviving three full time jabs (student, cadet, football player) al the 
Air Force Academy, he hadto choose between transferring to Harvardor Stanford. He originally 
picked Harvard where he had registered for a pre-med curriculum and settled for adorm room.

The tough and determined blocking tight end opened up holes for RB Tico Duckett to run for 
1,062 yards and RB Craig Thomas to rush for 911 last year in the Big 10. Mitch was the second 
leading receiver in his senior season with 36 receptions for 400 yards, He was also second on 
the team charts with an average of 3.3 catches per game.

A true Southerner, Rankin McEachern Smith was born on October 29, 1924 in 
Atlanta. His middle name comes fromhis grandfather, John Newton McEachern, who. 
co-founded the Life Insurance Company of Georgia. Mr. Smith's wife is the former 
Charlotte Lilliard Topping. A family man, he is the father of five children: Rankin Jr., 
Carrol Christine (Mrs. Donald Walraven), Dorothy Ann (Mrs. John O. Knox), Taylor 
and Nancy Karen (Mrs. John Owen). He is also a proud grandfather. Mr. Smith and 
his wife live in northwest Atlanta and also travel to dwellings in Thomasville, GA. and 
Vero Beach, FL. 


Education 


He attended Maristand North Fulton High School in his home city and hadalso played 
on the football team at Bolles School in Jacksonville. He went on to Emory University 
before receiving a call from the military to serve as a combat pilot in the Army Air 
Corps in ‘43. After serving his country, he returned to the South and enrolled at the 
University of Georgia. 


Business 


Determined to learn everything about his grandfather's business, Mr. Smith began 
in the work force as an insurance clerk after college. He was promoted to a full- 
fledged agent in Hot Springs, Arkansas in ‘47. Rankin earned the title of assistant 
manager at Life of Georgia and relocated back to Atlanta two years later. His march 
up the corporate ladder continued until he assumed the position of Chief Executive 
Officer and President in ‘70. Mr. Smith was elected Chairman of the Board of the 
Company in ‘75 and he retired from the business in ‘77 


Sports 


Mr. Smith beams with pride whenever the subject of Super Bow! XXVIII is mentioned. 
After all, it was his lobbying and efforts that landed the world’s most spectacular 
sporting event of the year in Atlanta. And he can't wait to show off the Georgia Dome

and the City of Atlanta to the rest of the sporting world in January of 94! Rankin's hard 
work in convincing fellow owners that the South would be a perfect host to the NFL's 
most glamourous game was instrumental in Atlanta receiving the overwhelming bid. 
His respect around the League was measured when the final vote of owners was in 
a huge majority of awarding the game to Atlanta over New Orleans. “He deserves a 
Super Bowl because he's been a great owner and a good League member,” said 
Giants owner Wellington Mara. 


Hisinitial venture into sports came via a group Major Sports, INC., which concentrated 
‘on getting a major league baseball team to Atlanta. As the Braves were lured away 
from Milwaukee the group formed what is now known as the Stadium Authority (the 
builder of Fulton County Stadium). After huge media conglomerate Cox Broadcasting's 
J, Leonard Reinsch was granted a pro football franchise by the AFL on June 8, 1965, 
the progressive-thinking Mr. Smith called the NFL to inquire about their League 
fielding ateam. Twenty-two days later (June 30), Rankin's winning bid of $8.5 million 
bested such Company's as R.J. Reynold Co, and Lindsey Hopkins and stopped the 
AFL's efforts. 


The building of the fabulous Georgia Dome was adream come true for Mr. Smith and 
was further evidence of the power he wields in sports in the South. The signing of key 
free agents in the ‘92 offseason like Pierce Holt, Bobby Hebert, Melvin Jenkins and 
Jumpy Geathers also showed his commitment to providing Falcons fans with a 
winning environment. 


Commissioner Tagliabue named Mr. Smith to the NFL's Expansion Committee with 
the power to recommend two new sites for teams this fall. He had been a Co- 
Chairman, along with Vince Lombardi, Art Modell and Jim Finks, of the Management 
Council for six years, and has been a member of the Finance Committee for eight 
years and the Coaches/Front Office Pension Committee. He is in the top ten in 
seniority among all of the owners with his 28 years of experience as the Falcons’ 
Chairman of the Board. 


Community 


The '92 opening of the new $42.8 million Fernbank Museum of Natural History in 
Atlanta was a personal highlight for Mr. Smith and it spoke volumes of hiscommitment 
to the community. He was a driving force behind the construction of the Smithsonian- 
style, 150,000 square foot facility, which features an 85-foot atrium. In return for his 
dedication he serves as Chairman of the Board. He has given over $7 million to 
charities in Atlanta and around the Southeast in his tenure as Falcons’ owner. He 
created the Atlanta Falcons Youth Foundation eight years ago to provide services for 
the needy children in the community. Rankin is currently helping the community on 
the board of trustees at the University of Georgia, Reinhardt College and Lovett. He 
has been a member in good standing on the board of the Boy Scouts, Atlanta 
Symphony Orchestra, Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, Better Business Bureau and Central Atlanta Progress.

Among his many experiences in the minors was a stint behind 
the plate catching the famous knuckle ball of Phil Niekro. The four-time all-star 
selection was named the Most Valuable Player twice in his career by hitting .307 (95 
RBI, 16 HA) in Boise and .270 (80 RBI, 15 HR) in Panama City. He played alongside 
the likes of Tommy Aaron, Rico Carty and Paul Snyder. From '65 to ‘78 he labored 
with the Stadium Authority with the Braves.

Since joining the Falcons in May of 1987, the 
52-year-old has coordinated six drafts for the birds. He will operate in his capacity as the club's 
Vice President of Player Personnel for the fourth season. He and his wife Barry live in Duluth, 
GA, Their son Shaun is a senior offensive tackle tor the Richmond Spiders and they have another 
son Kenny, who lives in Tampa, 


Education 

Herock was an all-conference choice al two positions, tight end and linebacker, for the West 
Virginia Mountaineers. He fulfilled the necessary requirements to receive his Bachelor of 
Science degree in Physical Education. 


Football Experience 

Ken's 90-year NFL background dates back to his days as a player. He earned a starting spot 
with Al Davis’ Raiders, playing five years in a Silver & Black uniform from 1963-67. Herock 
competed with such Hall of Famers as Jim Otto, George Blanda, Art Shell, Fred Biletnikoff and 
Willie Brown. He even played in Super Il versus the Packers. He was the first tightendin Bengals 
history in ‘68 under legendary coach Paul Brown. After his days on the gridiron, he moved into 
the front office as a scout in ‘70 and then special teams coach with the Raiders. He worked 
himself into Director of Player Personnel with the club in'75. Ken was called on to jump start the 
new Tampa Bay franchise a year later. All he did was build the Bucs into a consistent Playoff 
team and saw them advance to the NFC Championship game in ‘79 with players like Doug 
Williams, James Wilder, Lee Roy Selmon and Hugh Green. After a brief stint back with the 
Raiders, he was put in charge of the Falcons Player Personnel department in ‘87. Ken has 
proved his stay in Atlanta that he will go to any length to get quality players to improve the team's 
fortunes. He was actively involved in the new free agency system which added DL Pierce Holt, 
QB Bobby Hebert, CB Melvin Jenkins and DT Jumpy Geathers. Herock’s trades have brought 
3-time Pro Bow! WR Andre Rison, 7-time Pro Bow! T Chris Hinton and All-Rookie selection Mike 
Pritchard to the Falcons via a swap with the Colts (for the #1 overall pick in '90). His trading this 
year included bringing in experienced players S Alton Montgomery and CB Vinnie Clark, The 
draft veleran has also engineered draft day trades the past four out of five seasons and has 
acquired such players as Michael Haynes (7th rounder) and Pro Bowler Elbert Shelley (11th) 
on later rounds. 


Commissioner Tagliabue selected Herock to be on the League's College Relations Committee 
and his dealings with the college coaches have helped to build the relationship. He was 
responsible for starting the first college Combine workouts in Tampa. 
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Jerry Glanville is determined to get his team back into the NFL Playoffs in 1993. 
Glanville has been to the Playoffs in four of the past six years so he knows how 
to get the most out of his players. What is hardest to control is the injuries that came 
in bunches last fall that slowed the Falcons’ overall progress. 


Since 1990, the Falcons have won 67% of their home games (16-8) under the 
aggressive Glanville, including winning 10 of their last 13 games in their own 
backyard, In 1991, his troops finished with a 10-6 record and captured the first ever 
road win in team history over New Orleans before bowing out to the Super Bow! 
Champion Redskins in the mud and rain in D.C. 


Last year the birds soared to a team record 33 touchdown passes to lead the NFL. 
The Red Gun offense also completed a club best 336 passes (3rd in NFL) for a 
second-best 3,635 yards (4th in League). Atlanta is the only team in the League to 
throw 30 or more TD passes in each of the last two seasons. 


Glanville established himself as the Falcons’ defensive backfield coach and Defensive 
Coordinator from ‘77-'82. For three Playoff teams, his units are still in the record 
books for fewest rushing yards, fewest passing yards and fewest yards allowed ina 
season. The ‘77 and ‘80 defensive backfield holds the club record for most 
interceptions in a season with 26. The 1977 defense set the NFL mark for fewest 
points allowed in a 14 game season with 129, a record that still stands today! 


Glanville's first NFL job included special teams and he's always emphasized those 
units ever since, often leading the League in blocked kicks. He was a member of the 
NFC Western Division Championship staff in ‘80 and has witnessed all six Falcons 
playoff games In '78 (two), ‘80, ‘82 and '91 (two). 


In his first head coaching stop in Houston, he guided the Oilers to the Playoffs in only 
his second year, a feat he accomplished in his second season in Atlanta in ‘91. He 
finished with three consecutive Playoff berths in Texas.

As the Falcons got two choices in 
each of the first five rounds, QB Randy Johnson of Texas ABI was the other frst round pack 
by Allanta, All told, the Falcons gained 25 players inthe 20 round draft, the last one being 
dfensive back Bob Riggle irom Penn State. Nobis is the club's Director of Player 
Development, while Riggle served 21 years as a team scout 


in seven weeks, the Falcons sold 45,000 season tickets surpassing the previous NFL best 
of 26,000 by Minnesota, Those lickels sold for $6, with club level seats costing $10 a game. 


Norb Hecker, 39, lett the Green Bay staff of Vince Lombard! to accept the job as the Falcons 
frst head coach. He was with Lombardi seven years as they won three word ies and four 
conterence titles. Gene Cronin, the Director of Player Personnel, deserves the distinction of 
being the frst member ofthe Falcon organization named by Mr. Smith,

I's not 
too far fetched when you consider: a total of 14 players donned a Falcon jersay (including 
replacement players) and a combined 26 players missed 145 games due to injuries... some 
46 players were credited wit ai least one tackle on defense, while 27 players caught a pass 
and 22 ran from scrimmage... there were 17 players who returned a kick with 16 others who 
scored... and would you believe five different quarterbacks started a game, or how about 
five diferent starters a free Safety, or five who started at H-Back, or five who punted. 


‘Alanta handed Super Bow XXill Champion 49ers their second worst defeat ofthe entire 
year 24-17 behind a potent offense and opportunistic defense. Touchdown runs by rookie 
James Primus (28 yds.) and Gerald Riggs (3 yds.) were complimented by Chris Miter’ 1- 
yard bootleg for a score to end te fist half asthe upstart Falcons bull a 21-3 lead at 
itermission and never looked back. The birds' defense picked off three Joe Montana 
‘passes (lou ota), and Robert Moore's 47 yard interception return for a score in the 
bbaginning of the 4th quarter put the exclamation point on a total team win, Riggs tnished 
with 115 yards rushing and the Falcons could boast they had beaten the last two World 
‘Champions in back-to-back seasons, 


Young leader OB Chris Miller engineered a come-from-behind victory over eventual NEC.

The improving Falcon delense was among the best in the NFL during the second half o the 
*88 season, Atlanta's “baby boomers” (average age of 25) allowed only six touchdowns over 
the final seven games (three via pass) to rise to 11th place (to) inthe League in points 
allowed (19,7 per contest), The stingy unit was second in the League in points allowed over 
‘he last half ofthe season surrendering an average of 12 points per outing, Marion 
CCampbel's crew was 7th in total takeaways with 38 in 1988 including 24 interceptions, 
which tailed only Vikings, Bears and Eagles. 


‘GB Scott Case laid claim to a spot in the Pro Bow! by being named NFC Defensive Player of 
the Month for November, Case intercepled five passes (two each vs. Packers and Raiders), 
registered a forced fumble and QB sack and made 20 tackles with nine passes defensed to 
help the Falcons jo a 3-1 record during the month. 


Rookie OLB Aundray Bruce was honored as the NFC's Defensive Player of the Week forhis 
efforts in the Falcons 12-6 victory over the Raiders. Bruce recorded two sacks, an 
interception, one forced fumble and one recovered fumble, two QB hurries and four tackles,

CB Deion Sanders, WR Andie Rison, QB Chns Miller and AT Chris Hinton all represented 
the Falcons in the 1992 Pro Bowl, Miler tossed the winning touchdown in the fourth quarter 
to WR Jey Fs for an NFC. victory. Sanders had one interception and also saw action on 
offense late in the game. Rison had two receptions as well Hinton become the first NFL. 
player tobe Voted in at three aiferent positions 


‘The Falcons made club history as they swept through their NFC West road trips by 
defeating the Rams 31-14 in Anaheim, dropping New Orleans in Overtime 23-20 at the 
‘Superdome, and by giving the 49ers their only ioss in 1991 at Candlestick Park 39-34. This 
was the first ime ever the birds had beaten all their division rivals on the road,

‘A selout crand witnessed the Falcons’ final home game of the 1981 season, as well as the 
birds’ final game in Fulton-County Stadium. Attanta defeated the Seale Seahawks’ 26-13, 
to un their home win streak to five straight. NFL thieves Tim Mckyer and Deion Sanders 

‘combined on a 55-yard interception and lateral for a memorable iouchdown. On hand with 
the 59,000 fans were Hammer, World Heavy Weight Champion Evander Holyfield, singer 

Wayne Newton, and country and western group Diamond Ro. 


‘On the road at arch-rival New Orleans on ABC's national TV, the Falcons came from 10 
points down ta win their first-ever Playoft game away from home. New Orleans native 
Michael Haynes scored two touchdowns, including the game winning 61-yarder in the fourth 
quarter, then CB Tim McKyer ended any suspense by intercepting a pass. 


A sold-out erowd (68,834 actual) and a national TV audience (ABC) on this Sunday 
altemoon saw the Faloons win the fist-ever football game in he new Georgia Dome, 20-10. 
cover the Philadelphia Eagles. While the Eagles’ lan Howfield kicked a $3-yard FG for the 
first points ever, the Falcons hooked up on their frst play in the Dome for a 76-yard TD pass 
(Chris Miller to Michael Haynes). While al fans received a special souvenir ticket and 
contmemoratve pin, the day of entertainment included performanoes by megastar MC. 
Hammer, doing the “Too Legit to Qui” theme song of the team, plus a Georgia native 
haltime shaw featuring major country recording stars Trav Trt, Alan Jackson, Trisha 
‘Yearwood, Doug Stone, and T. Graham Brown, Recording star John Denver preformed the 
rational anthem, while Las Vegas boxing announcer Michael Butfer began the proceedings 
with his trademark “Let's ge ready to rumble.” The pre-game festiviies also included a 
100-yard red ribbon cutting by Commissioner Paul Taglabue and Falcons owner Rankin M. 
Smith, 


In the regular season opener in the Dome, the Faloons scored on thei first fout possessions

On the defending Super Bow! champion's tur the Falcons made several big plays, bul came 
‘up one big play short in 2 24-17 ss. Right after rookie Heisman Trophy winner, Desmond 
Howard, went 55 yards off lateral on a punt return, Deion Sanders touched the ball forthe 
first time in the 92 season and sped 99 yards withthe kickotf return, Later in that quarter, 
speedy Michael Haynes put his name in the Falcons record book with the Iongest play from 
‘scrimmage, an 89-yard reception, as he outran Darrell Green, With under four minutes fo 
0, the Falcons had criven to the Redskins’ nine-yard line, but an end zone interception 
saved the day for Washington. 


At Soldier Field, Chris Miller hit 30-48 passes tor 351 yards and a club record-tying four 
‘TD's, while Andre Rison had a personal bast 10 catches for 177 yards and a club record: 
tying three TD catches. Unfortunately, the Falcons defense gave up 489 yards and five TD's.

Deion Sanders pulled off yet another first by participating in two pro sports in the SAME

Inthe third quarter vs. the Rams in the Dome, Chris Miler tore a knee ligament and was 
‘ost forthe season on a run up the middle on a play he was never touched. The good news 
this day was that Billy Joe Tolliver came of the bench to produce a 13-yard TD ta Haynes 
early inthe 4th quarter that led the Birds to a 30-28 victory. Rookie RB Tony Smith led the 
Falcons with a 60-yard KOR, a 45-yard PR, and 19 rushes for 88 yards and a TD (163 total 
yards). 


‘The Falcons detense posted the frst shut out since 1988 in a 34-0 rout ofthe New England 
Patriots, AMlanta allowed just 18 net yards passing, second best in club history, and just 105 
total yards with five QB sacks, two pass interceptions (both by Deion) and two fumble 
recoveries. Rookie Tony Smith had another hot cay with an 81 rush average (10-81-1 td) 
and a 15-yard average on PR (5-75) for 151 yards. 


(On ESPN national TV, the Falcons and Saints hooked up ina typical divisional wartare 
‘iter two big wins in New Orleans in 94, the Falcons rallied this time from a nine-point 
dlfici to take the lead, 14-12, with just 4:14 let in the game. The Saints raed for a FG with 
150 left with a big 25-yard pass play that should have been nulified when T Stan Brock 
punched Falcons DE Chuck Smith to the sidelines. Deion Sanders set a Falcons club record 
with 245 return yards that included a 60-yard KOR, a 50-yard KOR and a 65-yard lateral off 
an interception. 


Q8 Wade Wilson made his fist slart as a Falcon and filed the Tampa Bay shies with 19-24 
passes for 324 yards and a club record five touchdown passes in a 35-7 bombing raid 
Deion played WR for 12 plays and scored a 37-yard TD, while Haynes had 113 yards, wo 
TD's and a 60-yard strike, 


Inthe season finale at his first team, the Rams, Drew Hil moved into the top 10 in NFL. 
history with his 600th pass reception and his 28th 100-yard game (8-107-1 TD), 


The Falcons led the NFL with a club record 33-TD passes and became the only team to 
have 20 or more TD's in both ‘81 and ‘92, The 336 pass completions were a club season 
best as were the 194 passing first downs, Andre Rison set a club record with 93 receptions 
and became the first player in NFL history to have 300 catches in their first four years in the 
League. The Rison-Haynes tandem netted 21 TD's to lead the NFL for a second straight 
year (23 in 91). Mike Pritchard's 77 catches were the Sth most in club in history, 9th in the 
NFL, Wade Wilson finished with three consecutive 300-yard games (324, 342. 374) and 10 
TD's in those three games and two consecutive 30-completion games,
